How a Brooklyn Man Drew Damages 
Through an Iujured Double—Valúe of 


the Time Dater—It Took Three Years to | 


Catch the Slick Stockman. 


A Brooklyn man who was hard upran 
np against his double. whose finan- 
vial situation was equally depressing, 
Each was astounded at the r bem- 
blance he bore to the other, and by 
cowmon consent they joined fortunes 
and rooms together. A day or twa aft- 
er one of the two Dromios was knocked 
down by a wagon and sustained a frac- 
tnre of the leg. He was carried home, 
and the brilliant idea at once occurred 
to his roommate to take advantage of 
the resemblance between the two and 
draw $25 from an jusurance company 
for as long a period us possible. Bor- 
rowing the injured imun's cluthes, he 
paid a visit toan avuncular relative, 
from whom he borrowed a few dollars. 
He went next to an insurance company 
and took out a policy. Two weeks later 
a claim camo for total disablement,and 
the injured man was czusily identified 
us the bolder of tho policy, his room- 
mate being careful to kecp out of the 
way There conld be no doubt as to 
the man's leg being broken, und as the 
officers of the company recollected |that 
the man who took out the policy) was 
sound in wind and limb there segmed 
little reason to doubt that the acciflent 
hud occurred since the premium |was 
paid. No question was raised, and for 
three or fonr weeks the $25 was paid 
with a regularity highly satisfactory to 
the well member of the finn. 

But the sick man came to the conclu- 
sion that ho was not getting a square 
deal. Unable to leave bis bed, he could 
not take part in the jollifications in 
which his comrade delighted, and if ap- 
peared to him that he was not getting 
more than-about 20 cents on the dbllar 
of the weekly allowance. H>demanded 
an equal division on the ground that, 
although his friefid had done all the 
thinking, he had really played the fead- 
ing role by getting himself knocked 
down and run over, It was the usual 
case’ of rognes falling out and honest 
men deriving the benefit. The disputes 
were overheard by an adjoining room- 
er, who promptly gave away the story, 
with the result thot the weekly paynients 
came to u sudden and distressing end. 

A case demonstrating the valuejof a 
time dater occurred in Ohio. A man 
carrying a large amount of accident in- 
surance hed fallen a few days behind 
in his premium, but one afternoon a 
relative brought in the small amount 
and obtained a receipt for it. That day 
the insnred was crippled in a street car 
accident in Columbus, and it was of 
course claimed that the premium! was 
paid before the accident took place. 
The facts were distinctly favorable to 
the injured man, for investigation 
proved that there were two street car 
accidents at about the same place the 
same day, two or three people being in- 
jured in each accident. The police | 
records threw no light on the subject, 
and the man appeared to have been 
taken away by his friends. There was 
little doubt that the premium was |paid 
between the two accidents, though there 
was much difficulty in fixing the éxact 
time. 

It was finally ascertained that a tele- 
gram had been sent from Columbus an 
honr after the first accident asking to 
have the premium paid, and this) cir- 
cumstaunce was in itself so suspi¢ious 
that payment of the benefit was refused. 

A compromise was finally agreefl to, 
but considerably later two witnesses 
were fonnd to prove tit the man was 
burt in the first accident, so that if the 
premium was paid in consequence of 
the telegram fraad was evidently |con- 
templated. But for the difficulty in 
proving the exact hour of payment the 
claim would not have been seriously 
considered. As it was, however the 

applicant's case was on the face qf it 
quite a strong one. 

Every one has heard of the man who 
had been reported as dead, and 
fmends had collected the insurance, pas 
dalging too freely in whisky and mak- 
ing a complaint to the insurance ¢om- 
pany thatthe money had not been Fair- 
ly divided. Instances in which mpney 
has been claimed on account of| the 
death of people still living are much 
more numerous than is generally) be- 
lieved. in one case an Ohio stockman 
carrying an accident policy for $10,000 
took some stock to New York. the 
return trip he disappeared from) the 
train while it was crossing a bridge, 
and his hat being subsequently récov- 
ered it was contended that he had fallen 
off and had been drowned in the river: 
The company took advantage of the 90 
day rule and then offered to pay} the 
money if a bond were pnt up to cover 
the amount. The neighbors of the wid- 
ow fixed up an irreproachable bond)and 
the money was paid. 

The company was by no means kon- 
vinced that the man was dead, and ar- 
rangements were made to have! the 
widow watched. Three years elapsed, 
and the instance was well nigh fotgot- 
ten, when a dispatch was received to 
the effect that the lady was disposing 
of her furniture and evidently about to 
move. A detective was employed to 
keep track. Fhe family went to Chi- 

rago, and the detective followed. lAft- 
era day's delay they took a- train for 
the northwest. the detective also on the 
train. Away cut in the wilds of Mon- 
tana the family alighted at a small sta- 
tion, where it was warmly welcomed 
by the long lest stockman, who Í was 
promptly put under arrest. The bonds- 
men were wod for the money, and on 
this occasiim the company sustained no 

oss beyuud the expense incurred in the

STREET CAR CABLES. 


|BER!IOUS DIFFICULTIES THEY HAVE 
TO CONTEND WITH. 

How “Kinks Are Located by the *Spli- 
cer’ —Horny Handed Sons of Toll Mend 
Breaks With Nedtness and Dispatch—The 
Big Broadway (New York) Cables. 


if one stands astride the narrow slot 


| thich is, as it were, an artery through 


sn artery of our great city on Broad- 
way and watches the snaky cable as it 
glides along, he must pause a moment to 
consider before be can realize what an 
enormons amount of power it curries 
and whut experiences it has to go 
throngh. 

Before we tell the history of the cable 
let us see of what it is composed. A 
| trong hempen strand five-cighths of an 
Inch in diameter forms the inner core. 
Around this are wrapped six steel cables, 
thich are in turn composed of seven 
strands wrapped aronnd with other 
strands of steel wire, the whole making 
a total diameter of 14 inches. 

A steel rod three-eighths of an inch in 
diameter and a foot in length weighs ap- 
proximately one ponnd. The difference 
in weight between this cable and a steel 
rod of the same size may be realized 
when itis known that this cable weighs 
but three pounds to the running foot. 


The use of the central hemp rope is for 
the purpose of giving a cêrtain pliability. 

In order that rust and decay should be 
avoided, the rope is kept smeared with 
tar and oil. This is what causes the 
black shiny appearance. As one of the 


The engine | 


cables which obtains its power froin the 
Broadway cable house is 20,000 feet in 
length, it is not difficult to determine the 
entire weight, which in this case would 
be 60,000 pounds. The market price of 
cables: being about 40 cents per foot, the 
cost of this would be in the neighbor- 
hood of-$8.009 for one coil of wire. The 
Broadway company maintains six ca- 
bles, and as the approximate life of a ca- 
ble in our busy thoronghfaro is little 
more than «izht months it would ap- 
pear that tie expense caused by the re- 
bewal of cables isnot a small item. In 
Denver longer cables than these exist, 
the one on the main street being 36,900 
(itin length, having a diameter of but 
lj inches. Owing to the fact that there 
is less traffic in the latter city, the work 
required from the cable is not so great. 
Its life is slightly lengthened, and 10 
months may be put to its credit. 

It is quite interesting to watch the pe- 
culiarities of the cable, and when we 
stopa moment to think how the grip- 
men, when they reach the termini of a 
line, have the destruction of $8,000 
worth of property in their power we 
can see that some means is yet to be de- 
vised which will perform automatically 
the action of throwing off the grip, for, 
unless the grip is loosened as the car 
approaches the power house, when it 
reaches the place where the cable de- 
scends to the driving wheels something 
must give way, and while the cable gen- 
erally has the best of the encounter 
very often a couple of strands .areripped, 
which entails considerable work upon 
the repairers, 

At the Broadway power honse Mr. M. 
Moore is the person who is technically 
known as tie “splicer.” He was brought 
from Denver, where he had been in 
charge of the cable in that city. He has 
abont eight or ten men untler him, who, 
with dexterity, make necessary repairs. 

Cables are iii a measure human. They 
have their diseases, and they need their 
doctors. Mr. Moore is the medical ex- 
aminer, and from him wereceived sev- 
eral points concerning the troubles to 
which the cable js subjected. 

In case a cable has become bent in any 
way, it is diffiéult, in fact almost impos- 
sible, to straighten it. absolutely. The 
bend remains. and if we stoop down to 
watch its onward appro: ach it looks likę 
a huge sea serpent wriggling toward us, 
performing wonderful gyrations as it 
approaches. Several of these. kinks,” 
as they are termed, have been made in 
the up town cable, which travels at the 
rate of 810 feet per minute. As the rate 
of the cable is invariable, by simply look- 
ing at the clock the man, whose sole 
duty it is to watch the cable; can tell at 
exactly what place the “kink” is.situat- 
ed. Asa matter of curiosity we inquir- 
ed of the watcher at the Fiftieth street 
| power house when the next “kink” would 
arrive. Looking at his watch and has- 
tily making a mental calculation, he an- 
awered, “Befween 4:11 and 4:12." In 
fact the “kik” came in sight immedi- 
ately as the hands of the watch pointed 
to 11 minutes after 4. 
|’ While it is easy to localize accidents, 
it is difficult to assign causes. However, 
recently, for sume reason or other, the 
Bowling Green cable had abont 1,000 
feet of strands ripped off, and the writh- 
ing, curling mass of wire, as it lay upon 
the floor of the power house, presented a 
| most confused appearance, and one would 
| be led to wonder how puny man could 
have the power to cope with such an ap- 
parently unwieldy mass. With huge 
shears, however, those pieces of metal 
are snipped off, and a new cable must be 
putin place of the damaged portion. 

The splicing is an interesting opera- 
tion. Unlike rope, the strands are ex- 
tremely difficult to manipulate. Yet, 
with skill acquired from the continual 
work, each strand is woven into place 
among other strands, heavy pliers and 
marline spikes being used to separate the 
layers. When all is done, about four 
inches of the ends of each strand are left 
vutside the cable, and by continued wear 
| they finally break off, and the splice be- 
comes practically as a virgin cable. 
| Even the trained eye of Mr. Moore is un- 
| able to detect the splice after the wires 
| have been thoroughly covered with tar. 
i The joint is as firm and as strong as the 

| original cable.

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| GENIUS IS INDIFFERENT. 


} Surroundings Have Naught to Do With the 


Thread of Thought. 
| It might beconjectared perhaps that 
Sectt’s and Byron's genius was favored 
by the circumstances of their birth, 
that the wild scenes in which Scott's 
infancy was passed, and the local leg- 
ends with which his head was filled de- 
termined him to ballad writing, and 
that the ballad writing led naturallyin 
its turn to romance, and that the high 
station and unilisciplined liberty of 
Byron's childhood fostered that passion- 
ate self will and brooding imagination 
which showed themselves in his fierce, 
scornful and moody verse. This, we 
say, might perhaps be conjectured with 
some probability, and the like might be 

said of Wordsworth’sinfancy. 

But how shall we maintain that the 
conditions of Keats’ cockney birth in a 
livery stable or his education in a dis- 
secting room favored the growth of that 
most delicate and rich type or almost 
Hellenic clearness and beauty of imag- 
ination? And how shall we maintain 
ihat Dickens’ menial task in the cork- 
ing of blacking bottles fostered the 
growth of that wonderful humor and 
that microscopic accuracy of vision 
which filled the world with laughter 
and with inimitable caricature such as 
no comedy, not eyen Moliere’s, had an- 
ticipated? 

Again, who would have ventured to 
predict that a wild, despotic, Irish evan- 
gelical spirit like Patrick Bronte, ban- 
ished to the bleakest of Yorkshire moors, 
would have been the father of children 
80 eager, original and vivid in their rev- 
eries as those who eventually produced 
the unique passion of Ellis and Currer 
Bell's genius? So far as we know any- 
thing of the origin of genius, that ori- 
gin 1s usually a surprise. 

It is the rare exception, and not the 
rule, when we find Chatham succeeding 
in producing such a hothouse flower as 
William Pitt, or James Mill succeeding 
in elaborating a specimen more perfect 
than himself of a thinker of his own 
type, in the studious, diligent, diffuse, 
lucid and rather dreary logician and 
economist who left his mark on the 
English philosophy of the third quarter 
of this century. Nor do we ever find in 
rare instances of this sort the higher 
kinds of original genius. Pitt and John 
Stuart Mill were considerable triumphs 
of training for a purpose, but that pur- 
pose was a very limited cne and had 
none of the largeness and freshness of 
vitality which attaches to original gen- 
ius.—London Spectator, 


Negro Superstitions. 

Among the superstitions of southern 
negroes are those which make it a most 
unfavorable thing to see a black cat 
crossing one’s path, or to turn back 
without making a*'cross’’ in the street, 
road or path. The belief in witches 
is perhaps wore general than any other, 
and an ex-congressman tells of a case in 
this section within the past 30 years in 
which a witch was killed in a very 
strange fashion, A negro called ona 
witch doctor, a very old woman, and 
was told that the cause of the trouble 
was a witch and that she must be kill- 
ed; that the only way possible to thus 
put her out of the way was to go into 
the woods and cut the figure of a per- 
son on the bark of a big pine tree, mark 
a cross on the body and shoot this with 
a éilver bullet, the cross representing 
the witch’s heart. Tho shooting was 
duly done in the presence of quite a 
number of persons. This occurred in 
the northern part of this county. Ce- 
dar balls are carried in the pockets as 
a protection against witches. The ne- 
gro belief in these is certainly fully 
matched by that of white men who car- 
ry in their pockets buckeyes and Irish 
potatoes, or who wear thick iron rings 
on their fingers as a preventive of rheu- 
matism.—Cor. Washington Star.

A FAMOUS CASE OF CLAIRVOYANCE 
GRAPHICALLY, RELATED. 


When the Besieged Had Lost All Hope, 
the Scotchwoman Hekrd the Slogan 
Which Announced That the Highlander; 
Were Coming to the Rescue. 


In conversation between a distinguish- 
ed judge of this state and an editor the 
article of Mark Twain's on telepathy cas- 
nally came into talk. Many cases were 
cited, and the judge alluded to the re- 
markable story of Jessie Brown. It will 
be new to many, and it is given here 
with-as it appeared in a letter to the 
London Times, the letter being written 
by a Jady who was the wife of an officer 
at Lucknow: 

“On every side death stared us in the 
face. Nohuman skill could avert it any 
longer. We saw the’ moment approach 
when we must bid farewell to earth, yet 
without feeling that unutterable horror 
which must have been experienced by 
the unhappy victims at Cawnpur. We 
were resolved rather to die than to yield 
and were fully persuaded that in 24hours 
all would be over. The engineer had 
said so, and all knew the worst. We 
women strove to encourage each other 
and to perform the light duties which 
were assigned to us, such as conveying 
orders to the batteries, supplying the 
men with provisions, especially cups of 
coffee, which we prepared day and night. 

“I had gone out to try to make myself 
useful. in company with Jessie Brown, 
the wife of acorporal in my husband’s 
regiment. Poor Jessie had been in a 
state of restless excitement all through 
the siege and had fallen away visibly 
during the last few days, A constant 
fever consumed her, and her mind wan- 
dered occasionally, especially that day, 
when the recollections of home seemed 
powerfully present to her. At last, over- 
come with fatigue, she lay down on the 
ground, wrapped in her plaid. Isat be- 
side her, promising to awake her when, 
as she sail, her ‘father should return 
fromm the plowing.’ 

“She fell at length into a profound 
slumber, motionless and apparently 
breathless, her head resting in my lap. 

“I myself could no longer resist the in- 
clination to sleep,in spite of the con- 
tinual roar of the cannon. Suddenly I 
was aroused by a wild, unearthly scream 
close to my ear. My companion stood 
upright beside me, her arms raised and 
her head bent forward in the attitude of 
listening. 

“A look of intense delight broke over 
her countenance. She grasped my hand, 
drew me toward her anid éxclaimed: 
‘Dinna ye hear it? Dinna ye hear it? 
Aye, I'm no dreaming! It's the slogan 
o’ the highlanders!

Hark to the slogan—the Macgregor, the 
grandest of them all! Here's help at 
last!’ E 

“To describe the effect of these words 
upon the soldiers wonld be impossible. 
For a moment they ceased firing. and 
every soul listened with intense anxiety. 
Gradnally, however, there arose a mur- 
mur of bitter disappointment, and the 
wailing of women who had flocked to 
the spot burst out anew as the colonel 
shook his head. Onr dull lowland ears 
heard orly the roar of the musketry. 

“A few moments more of this death- 
like suspense, of this agonizing hope, and 
Jessie, who had again sunk on theground, 
sprang to her feet and cried in a voice so 
clear and piercing that it was heard 
along the whole line: *Will ye no believe 
it noo? The slogau*has ceased indecd, 
bnt the Campbells are coming. D'ye 
hear? D'ye hear? 

“At that moment all seemed, indeed, 
to hear the voice of God in the distance, 
when the pibroch of the highlanders 
brought us tidings: of deliverance, for 
now there was no longer any doubt of 
the fact. That shrill, penetrating, cease- 
less sound, which rose above all other 
sounds, could come neither from the ad- 
vance of- the enemy nor from the work 
of the sappers. No, it wasindeed the blast 
of the Scottish bagpipes, now shrill and 
harsh, as threatening vengeance on the 
foe, then in softer tones seeming to prom- 
ise succor to their friends in need. 

“Neyer, surely, was there such a scene 
as that which followed.

After 
that nothing clse made any impression 
onme. I scarcely remember what fol- 
lowed. Jessie was presented to th- gen- 
eral on his entrance to the fort, and at 
the officers’ banquet her health was 
drunk by all present, while the pipers 
marched around the table playing once 
more the familiar air of ‘Auld Lang 
Syne.’”

When we epcak of opportunities of a 
political party, we do not mean merely 
conjunctions of circumstances enabling 
it to accomplish something for its own 
prosperity ak an organization, but we 
mean possibilities for doing something 
to promote the public welfare and the 

good government. In the elab- 
yer which we published in our 
me,and the main feature which 
ive already discussed, Mr. Lodge 
dwells at length upon the remissiveness 
of the democratic party in redeeming 
its promises, and upon the lack of con- 
certin its conncils. He also endeavors 
to pursuade us that in the republican 
"party there is more ability, more ener- 
getic leadership, and more clearness of 
common purpose. This may all be true. 
Eut if he fails to show us that the repub- 
lican party, if retgrned to power, will 
use that power 89 as to. &atisfy more ef-

terest demands tne return of that party 
to power. For if a party pursues objec- 
tionable ends and follows unwholesome 
policies, its return to power may be all 
the more dangerons the greater its abili- 
ties and energies are.

- been more unblushingly violated. We 
are certainly not disposed to overldok 
the shortcomings of Mr. Uleveland’s ad- 
ministration, but surely there has been 
nothing under it to be compared in ex- 
tent or shamelessness to the looting of 

~ the railway mail service and the boast- 
fol proceedings of the headsman Clark- 
sou under Harrison, which passed with- 
out republican censure. 

Also of a “vigorous foreign policy” Mr. 
Lodge has sometning to say. What that 
meansin the accepted republican ver- 
nacular we kpow also from experience. 
We néed not cali up the vagaries of the 
lute Mr. Bluine; we need only remember 

nt Harrison’s “vigorous foreign 
policy”—the scandalous recklessness by 
which he came near drying the country 


into an absorbed conflict with Chile, and 
his attempt to precipitate Hawaii into 
the the Union by snap-game, and this, 
too. without republican censure, 

While thus Mr. Lodge bas succeeded 
in showing why the conntry, ifit wants 
“rest,” should distrust the republican 
party, we hope wise republicans will not 
overlook the truly great: opportunities 
their party has really before it. They 
should not delude themselves of the 
idea that the state elections last autumn 
actually meant a reversal of the popular 
mandate conveyed by the elections of 
1690 and 1992 with regard to tariff re- 
form. They may take it for reasonably 
certain that the tariff reform ¿bill will 
pass congress, and that the republican 
senators and members have it in their 
power, notto prevent, but only to re- 
tard or to expedite its passage. It is the 
universal opinion of the business com- 
munity, the protectionists included, that 
the sooner the tariff billis disposed of 
one way or the other, the sooner will 
the country be relieved of that uncer- 
tainty which is the cause of the present 
stagnation, and the sooner there will be 
a change for the revival of business and 
prosperity. Here isan opportunity for 
the republicans in congres3 to show, by 
frankly and resolutely accelerating the 
passage of the tariff bill, that their pub- 
hic spirit is stronger that their partisan 
impulses, and by showing this they will 
do the country, and at the same time 
their party, a valuable service. 

They have another great opportunity. 
However tempting the occasion may be 
for partisan invective and spread eagle 
talk about the Hawaiian business, the 
republicans, if they wish to benefit the 
country as well as themselves, shonld 
not only abstain from all exciting clap-

PEACHES TO TAKE A BACK SEAT. 


The Farmersof Kent Trying to Find Some- 
thing That Wiil Pay. 


Chestertown, Feb. 27.—The Still Pond 
Farmer's Club at its last meeting propos- 
ed a change of the cropping system, 
which, ifintroduced, will revolutionize 
old méthods. As recently stated in * The 
Sun, a number of committees were ap- 
pointed to investigate the ficld of new 
crops proper to succeed the rapidly wan- 
ing star of peach colture in Kent county 
and other sections ofthe Eastern Shore. 

Vast mumbers of peach trees have 
been dug up this winter because of the 
inroads of the yellows, the peach crop’s 
uncertainty and the poor prices that re- 
sult whenever a full cropis produced. It 
is calculated that in the first district 


one-half of the acreage in peach trees | 


has been taken out; in the second dis- 
trict, about one-third; in the third dis- 
trict, one-fifth; inthe fourth and fifth 
districts, less than one-fifth. This esti- 
mate means a tremendous number of 
trees, many of them yonng and jast at 
an age to be most valuable. 

As a natural result of this report came 
a discussion of the kinds offruit which 
will probgbly take the place of the de- 
throned peach. The general opinion 
was that apples and pears will be the 
natural successors of the peach, thongh 
as yet no extensive move has been made 
in apple culture, but there ere many re- 
merkably fine pear orchards in the 
county now of a bearing age. Sqme 
growers were favorable to small fruits 
and asparagus, but careful estimates 
showed the odds largely in favor of pears 
and apples, pears having already been 
tested and apples in a number of iustan- 
ces having paid handsome returns. 

The all-absorbing tropic of ‘tomatoes 
naturally drifted upon the attention of 
the farmers, and the subject of the best 
method of growing tomato planis was 
discussed. Thisis the method agreed 
cpon: Selecta pieceof good ground in 
the garden, make it rich with phosphate, 
fine manure or woods earth, sow in rows 
about one foot apart, -cover very lightly, 
say one quartes of an inch. and work 
with a hoe when necessary. ` 

The advisability of raising cornfield 
beans was diecussed, but it was deter- 
mined that though in New York from 30 
to 40 bushels could be raised per acre, 
not half the quantity could be raised in 
Kent, and the crop was declared poorly 
snited in Kent. Lima beans were con 
eidered more profitable. 

Mr. Shallcross stated that cucumbers 
for pickling wonld bring fifteen cents 
per hundred, and it would be possible 
for the members of the club to dispose of 
the product of,one hundred acres. This 
crop will be investigated, and the prob 
abilities are that an acreage of cucum- 
bers never before dreamed of in Kent 
county will be the resolt. 

The committee, consisting of a num- 
ber of the most practical and extensive 
frult-growers of the connty, appointed to 
make a list of the kinds and varieties of 
frnits best adapted to the needs of the 
Kent county growers made the following |

REASSESSMENT DOUBTFUL. 


The Mortgage Tax Feature Retained With 
Some Ameondments—Home 
Eale Crushed, 


Annapolis, Feb. 27.—The Mortgsge 
taxers carried out their programme to- 
day, voted down the report of the as- 
sessment committee and the accompany- 
ing amendment exempting mortgages 
from taxation by a vote of 13 to 13, and 
then adopted Mr. Mose’s amendment 
subjecting them to an income tax of 8 
per cent. on the interest paid, one third 
to go to the state and two thirds to the 
connties or city. The mortgage taxers 
lost one vote, that of Senator Toadvin, 
who voted fur the committee amend- 
ment for fear of jeopardizing the bill. 
Mr Hayes had counted upon the vote of 
Mr. Talbot, and was much disappointed 
when that gentleman, in deference to 
the demands of his constituents,contino- 
ed to vote with the mortgage taxers.

Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M. P., writing to 
tne Sun today, says in connection- with 
the rnmor that Mr. Gladstone has re- 
signed, and apparently tending to con- 
firm the report. “For some time some- 
thing like a panic bas existed among his 
supporters in the lobbies. Yesterday 
the rumor was current that his resigna- 
tion was to be expected during the 
course of the week. i 

“Competent authority gives his eye- 
sight as the actual reason for his resigna- 
tion, bot the sitnation is futher aggravat- 
ed by the position of certain members of 
the cabinet with reference to the naval 
programme. The premier had to face 
the possibility of Earl Spencer’a (the 
first lord of the admiralty)’ resigning. 
The cataract in the premier’s eye is not 
yet ripe for operation, but when itis he 
most spend +ix weeks in darkness. No- 
body hasthe least idea what any day 
may bring forth, though my opinion ia 
that Mr. Gladstone will refnse to leave 
the ship.” 

The Associated Press correspondent, 
so soon as the rumor of Mr. Gladstone’s 
resignation became known, placed him- 
selfin commnnicatton with the recre- 
lary fohe pr mier, sho informed the 
Associated Press that the +tatements 
made by the Edinburgh Evening News 
were entirely unauthorized, 

When qnemioned as to their accuracy 
Mr Glad«tone’s secretary refased to give 
a direct answer, simply reiterating his 
former statements that the News had no 
authorization to make the statements 
which have cansed an much excitement 
in poiitical circles.

LIGHT OR LENS. 


A Picture Taken by Electrical Action Only, 
Hertz's Experiments Rivaled by a Pro- 


fessor In the Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 


versity. 7 


Clerk Maxwell's electro magnetic the 
ory of light received striking confirma- 
tion seven oreight years ago when Hein- 
rich Hertz performed a number of ex- 
periments in which electrical waves were 
made to imitate the conduct of light 
waves in several particulars. This gifted 
juvestigator, now connected with the 
University of Bonn, concentrated the 
rays toa focus with 2 parabolic mirror. 
Refraction as well as reflection was ac- 
complished. Ejectricity, proceeding in 
straight lines, was diverted fromitscourse 
by a prism of pitch. The phenomena of 
interference and polarization were algo 
reproduced. $ 

It is now announced that a photograph 
has been taken by using electricity in- 
stead of light, and if this story is true 
then additional evidence will have been 
afforded as to the kinship of these two 
forces or forms of force, Hertz, it will 
be observed, only showed that the elec- 
trical radiance conformed to mechanical 
laws which are known to control life, 
but photography introduces the element 
of chemical action, so that this later 
achievement, if it proves to be all that it 
seems, is one of! the most remarkable 
revelations cf our day. 

Professor Fernando Sanford, who 
claims to have attained this wonderful 
Tesult and who gives some account of it 
to the San Francisco Examiner, occupies 
the chair of physics in Leland Stanford, 
Jr., university and is one of the young- 
est members of the faculty of that insti- 
tution. As the story appears over his 
own signature, and he intimates that he 
has repeated the experiment several 
times, there is little room for doubt as to 
the genuineness of the occurrence de- 
scribed. Professor Sanford obtained his 
picture in the dark without even a lens 
in. the following manner: 

It is well known’ that when two brass 
rods connected with the sides of the bat- 
tery or pluced in the secondary circnit 


of au induction coil are brought close 
enough together a spark will fly from 
one to the other. If to each rod, a short 
distance from the ‘knobs in which they 
terminate, 2 copper wire be attached and 
the two wires be led off to suitable metal 
plates placed facing each other, but not 
quite tonching, an electrical oscillation 
will occur between the plates whenever 
there is a discharge between the knobs. 
Now, Professor Sanford substituted a 
coin, the object to be photographed, for 
onv of the plates of sncit g pair. and iaid | 
it face downward uper a thin sheet of | 
mica. which in turn rested on the sensi- 
uve gelatin film of a glass photographic 
plate. K 

Tinfoil was arranged on the other side 
of the glass and took the place of the 
other metal plate of the pair. This com- 
bination was now placed between two 
boards and left in the dark for an hour, 
during which time a series of sparks 
were flying from one knob to the other 
of the discharger &cross an interval of 
one-sixteenth of an inch. Upon devel- 
oping Ins seusitive plate Professor Sans 
ford had au image of his coin—that is, 
of the portions in relief on that side 
which was in contact with the mica. 
The Examiner prints a copy of the pic- 
ture, a positive, which shows the Liberty 
bead, date, inscription “E Pluribus 
Unum,” circle of stars and raised edge 
in white on a dark background. 

Professor Sanford does not enter into 
a discussion of the theories involved, but 
he mentions that the tinfoil was not ouly 
of the same size as the coin (a silver dol- 
lar), but placed directly opposite. Ap- 
parently electro magnetic waves flowed 
from the coin to the tinfoil, but prefer- 
ing the shortest route radiated mainly 
or exclusively from the raised part of 
the dollar. They seem to have proceeded 
in straight lines too; otherwise the chem- 
ical action on the film would not have 
been confined so accurately to regions 
directly opposite the pattern. 

Right bere it should be noted that 
Hertz discovered in his experiments that 
the induced magnetic radiance excited 
in the manner described, and now called 
“Hertzian waves” in bonor of that now 
famous physicist, had this remarkable 
trait not Possessed by a primary elec- 
trical current: Good **conductors,” like 
copper or other metals, being interposed 
would stop them, but they would go 
right through wood and other so called 
“insulators.” Hence in Professor San- 
ford’s experiment the mica and glass 
were evidently no barriers to the passage 
of the particular kind of electricity pro- 
duced. 

Although it does not at first appear 
clearly what practical applications of 
this discovery can be made, it is not im- 
probable that will be found for it. 
The indirect consequences are-sure to be 
valuable as well as interesting.—New 
York Tribune.

EARNINGS OF BEGGARS. | 

The Professionals In London and Paris 
Pick Up a Good Living. 

The professional beggar is not a mod- 
ern innovation by any means. Readers 
may recall Scarecrow, the famous Lon- 
don beggar, who, having tisabled him- 
self in his right leg, asked alms all day 
in order to get a warm supper 
According to John Timbs, the Rufflers, 
of whom we often find mention in the 
literature of the seventeenth century, 
were troops of idle vagrants who infest- 
ed Lincoln's inn fields. 

They assumed the characters of 
maimed soldiers who had suffered in the 
great rebellion and found a ready prey 
in the people of fashion and quality who 
drove by. Indeed it is made clear by 
contemporary allusion in comedies that 
this square was the regular haunt of bo- 
gus cripples who lived by mendicancy, 
which they carried on in the most bare- 
faced and even intimidating manner. It 
is related that George IV, when prince of 
Wales, once attended’a beggars’ carnival 
in London incognito. He had not been 
there long when the chairman, address- 
ing the company and pointing to the 
prince, said: : 

“I call upon that ere gemman with a 
shirt for a song.” The prince, as well as 
he could, got excused, upon a friend, who 
accompanied, him, promising to sing in- 
stead, which the latter did amid great 
applause. The health of the prince and 
his friend having been drunk and duly 
responded to, they departed in order to 
afford the company an opportunity to 
fix their different routes for the ensuing 
day's business, for at that time the pro- 
fessional beggars of London used to have 
a general meeting several times during 
the year, at which they were divided 
into companies, each company having 
its particular walk. 4 

In those days their earnings varied, 
some getting as much as 5 shillings a 
day. Most of the professional beggars 
in London today—and their name is le- 
gion—emanate from two or three com- 
mon lodging houses. The most populous. 
of these, which is known as The Dis- 
pensary, supports an individual known 
as a “scriver,” who earns a living by 
manufacturing the pathetic signboards 
which the sham cripples and the bogus 
blind men carry round their necks, In 
Paris, as is well known, the professional 
beggars hold regular weekly meetings, 
at which the routes to be followed by 
the members of the guild are mapped 
out by a standing committee, 

They have an organ of ‘their own, 
culled The Journal dea Mendicants, 
which appears twice a week. Froma 
recent issue the following advertisement 
is tuken: **Wanted—To engage a cripple 
for a seaside resort. Good references and 
a smali deposit required.” 

This queer announcement is explained 
by the fact that the proprietors of hotels 
and boarding houses of fashionable 
French watering places assume that vis- 
itors would be disposed to give alms it 
an opportunity were afforded them, and 
as they cannot very well do the begging 
themselves they engage professional beg- 
garsto whom they grant permission to 
solicit alms on their premises, and the 
beggars in return pay them one-half of 
their daily receipts.—North American 
Review.

Many of the P-esent Day Sports Were Bor- 
rowed Frou the Past. 

It is ctrions to rote how some of the 
games of the carly ages have been hanid- 
ed down tu the present tine.

Both in the old game 
and in the modern version five players 
are required, one occnpying each of the 
corners, while the fifth player stands 
in the middle. In ancient Greece he 
were an earthen pipkin on, hjs head and 


was called pot; in France at the pres-- 


ent day he 18 the myand, Or simpleton, 
and by as is called puss. 

To guess the number of fingers anzoth- 
er held up was also a favorito amuse- 
ment, and this, too, is frequently play- 
ed at the present time. So yuu see how 
carefully the character of, the amuse- 
ments and the playthings of the very 
early ages bas been maintained in the 
toys and games àn ase toduy.—New- 
castle Chronicle. 


Chinese Visiting Cards 1,000 Years Ago. 
The Chinese, who seem to have known 
most of our new ideas, used visiting 
cards 1,000 years ago, but their cards 
were very large, and not really the pro- 
totypes of our visiting cards, as they 
were on soft paper and tied with rib- 
bon.

First Pablic Concerts. 

Public concerts owe their direct en- 
couragement to John Banister, who had 
won fame by his playing on the violin, 
and who succeeded the celebrated Balt- 


gar as leader of Charles I's band of 24 | 


violins. Pepys, in an entry in his dairy 
for February, 1667, tells us the court gos- 
sip of the day—‘how the king’s viallin 
Banister is mad that the king hath a 
Frenchman come to be chief of some 
part of the king’s musique.” 

It was rumored that he was dismissed 
from the royal service for saying English 
violins were better than the French, a 
statement which was no doubt regarded 
as heretical, opposed as it was to the pre- 
vailing court view as to the superiority 
of France in all questions of taste, and 
especially with regard to music. 

Banister’s concerts at the close of the 
year 1672 were advertised in the London 
Gazette as follows: ‘These are to give 
notice that at Mr. John Bahister’s bonse 
(now called the Musick School), over 
against the George Tavern in White Fry- 
ers, the present Monday will be musick 
performed by excellent masters, begin- 
ning precisely at 4of the clock in the 
afternoon, and every afternoon for the 
future precisely at the same hour.”

Another improvement in 
this machine is an appliance in connec- 
tion with the inner blade, consisting of 
a spring which allows it to give when 
the pressure of cottan passing throngh 
the roller, is too severe, thus preventing 
the inver and outer blades from coming 
in contact with each jother. The great 
wear of the rolleris by this means saved.

Sixth—A yming egret. Seventh—A quail. 
Eighth—A lonx tailed jay. Ninth—An oriole 

“The military list runs: 

“First A unicorn, Second- A lion. Third— 
A leopard. Fourth—A tiger. Fifth—A black 
bear. Sixth—A tiger cat. Keventh—A mottled 
bear. Eichth--A seal. Ninth—A rhinoceros. 

“These insignias have been nsed from 
tiine immemorial, while the buttons are 
a creation of the Mantchoo conquerors of 
China. It is a singular fact that both 
the lion and the rhinoceros are strangers 
to the latter country. The lmit of their 
habitat seems to be the Ganges and to 
bave been so since the tertiary period. 
The knowledge of these animals by the 
Chinese was acquired long before the 
Christian era, when large fleets of junks, 
naval, pirate or commercial, went frorn 
Canton to nearly every port in Hindoo- 
stan and often brought back these und 
other wild beasts alive. 

“A cause of confusion in the use of 
buttons and insignias lies in the ever in- 
creasing power of wealth to secure these 
honors by purchase. Originally they 
meant pedigree, military heroism, gener- 
alship or intellectnal ability, literary 
enlture or eminent philanthropy. Their 
ownership indicated distinction of some 
kind to a high degree. This is sono loug- 
er. Ambitious officials are permitted to 
wear them in high honorary ranks, In 
Canton and Hankow several magistrates | 
of the seventh rank have purchased the 
right and now wear light blue buttons. 
One, a very rich Cantonese, nucon- 
sciously reflects upon the decadence of 
the lines by nsing as a button a maguili- 
cent sapphire worth a kings rancom, 
Even private citizens are allowed to grat- 
ify their vanity in this manner.

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BRIDGE OF SIGHS AT VENICE. 


The Famous Archway Around Which Ro 
mance Thickly Clusters. 
In the heart of Venice, between the 


; 


magnificent palace of the doges and the ' 


grim walls of the old prison, flow the 
dark waters of the Rio del Palazzo and 
across the canal stretches the Bridge of 
Sighs—comnecting link between the 
splendors of a palace and the terrors of 
the dungeon, the torture chamber and 
the heading block. One of the must no- 
ticeable points about this bridge js the 
fact that itis closed in, thus prcving 
al] stories of suicides committed from 
it to be fabulous. 

This fact robs the Bridge of Sighs of 
one of its most romantic associations— 
of ita pretty legends of grief laden mor- 
tals heaving their last sigh upon its 
parapet and ending their sorrowing 
lives in the black waters beneath it. 
From withont the bridge, with its arch- 


like form, its ornamental] stonework, its | 


grotesquely carved heads and its small 
square windows filled in with iron trac- 
ery, presents a ruther fine appearance, 
bot the interior is strictly devoid of or- 
nament and has not the elightest pre- 
tensions to beauty. 

During oor visit to Venice of course 
we included the doges’ palace and the 
dungeons in our programme. After 
wandering for some time through the 
vast halls and beautiful saloons of the 
old Venetian palace we passed over the 
to the 


gloomy cells. Ths bridge seemed to be 


| little more than a narrow passage Ie- 


tween two thick walls of stone, und un- 
less you stepped up onto the shghtly 


raised stonework which runs alony be- | 


neath the tiny windows on tither side 
and caught a glimpse of the canal with- 
out you might easily take it for an ordi- 
nary passage within the palate. At the 
far end of the bridge our progress ws 
barred by « grim looking oaken deor— 
nail stadded, age blackened and of im- 
mense thickness—guurding the entrance 
to the dungeons. Our guides cdme to a 
halt. There.was a jingling of ‘keys, a 
lighting of torches; then the great door 
swang slowly back, and we passed intu 
the darkness beyond. Whea next we 
passed the ancient door and crossed the 
Bridge of Sighs, it was with the memory 
of those terrible cells, those fearful dun- 
geons where the hapless prisoners cn- 
dured the most horrible tortures that 
tyranny could devise or brutality in- 
flict. ‘ 

I remember strolling, on the last 
evening of our holiday in Venice along 
the Piazza San Marco und making my 
way to the Ponte della Pag lin 
far well look at the Bridge ofiSighs, 
Was a summer evening, 
while the fast gathering clonds, dens 
and inky, betekened an xpproaching 
I had just reached the Ponte 
della Paglia and was gazing «at the 
Bridge of Sizhs when a tremendons 
peal of thunder rent the heavens, seem- 
ing to sbuk- the city to its very funnda- 
tions with its violence.

THE ROMANTIC LIFE OF MAHARAJAH 
DHULEEP SINGH. 


. 
His People Conquered by the British, He 


Removed to England Withùn Allowance. 


Tried to Stir Up the Sikhs Again, but 
Was Nipped and Forgiven by the Queen. 


A decade ago Maharajah Dhuleep 
Singh, who died in Paris recently, 
was a well known figure in London, 
whose photograph was on sale in the 
shop windows. He was born in 1838, 
the son of Runjeet Singh, "the lion of 
the Punjab,’ that donghty East Indian 
sovereign who was the founder of the 
Sikh kingdom and the cause of so mnch 
trouble to England. There have been 
two Sikh wars in the last balf century 
in which the relatives of Dbuleep 
Singh figured. The first was in 1845, 


| When a Sikh army of 60,000 men in- 


vaded the queen's Indianu empire und 
fongbt four pitched battles, the tinal 
result being the retreat oi the invaders 
across the Sutlej nnd the surrender of 
Lahore to the British. By the terms 
of the peace Dhuleep Singh, the infant 
son of Ranjeet, was recognized as rajah. 

The second Sikh war broke out in 
1848, bat it proved to be short lived, 
the British forces under Lord Gough 
succeeding in destroying the Sikh army 
and in annexing Punjab to the queen’s 
possessions, As a result of this way 


|

young Dhuleep Singh received an allow- | 


ance of £50,000 from bis conquerors. 

He, with bis mother, moved ta Eng- 
land, became a Christian, and on his 
estate in Suffolk cultivated the habits 
of an English gentlencn. He was an 
intimate friend of the Prince of Wales, 
who used annnally to spend part of the 
shooting season at Dhuleep’s country 
home. 

The maharajah’s first wife was a lit- 
tle Syrian maid whom he met in Cairo 
in 1864, when on his way back from 
Bombay, where he had gone to take 
back to its native soil the Lody of his 
mother that it might be Ur re cremated. 
The maharanee died in 1887, and a cou- 
ple of years luater—in 1889—he warried 
in Paris Miss'Ada Douglas Wetherill. 

Dbuleep watched closely the advance 
ot Russia into Asia. and when he 
thonght the proper time had come he 
renounced Christianity and issued a 
manifesto to the Sikh nation claiming 
the throne of his father. But his re- 
nunciation of the creed of Baba Nannk 


| and his suspected illegitimate birth—it 


| was asserted 


by the Sikhs themselves 
that he wa sou of his mother 
throngh an intrigue with one of the ra- 
juh’s w:ter carri. rs—had long since es- 
tranged the feelings of tne people, and 
if it had been possible to create u Sikh 
rebellion ip the Land of the Five Rivers 
there were other princes better able than 
this maharajah to lead such an enter- 
prise. 

The British made short work of hbis 
pretensions. He was traveling with 
leisurely dignit on his great mission 
ina P. & O. steamer, when at Aden he 
was informed that a retarn passage had 
been secured for him, and that he 
would not be permitted to land in In- 
dia. A Sikh rebellion would have been 
a serions matter for Englund, for never 
were the British forces more evenly 
fought than on the battlefields of Mool- 
tan, ChillianwaJJab and Ghnuznee. 

There were at that time about 10 
regiments of Sikbs in the Indian army, 
acknowledged “by British officers to be 
the finest in the service. and :n most of 
the Punjab regiments there was a very 
large proportion of Sikh soldiers. 

After. his abortive attempt to stir up 
the Sikhs into rebellion a ~sinst British 
rule, Dhuleep went to R.. via. thinking 
to enlist the sympathy of the czar in 
his behalf. but his greeting was not 
overwarm. So the king without a coun- 
try established himself in cosmopoli- 
tan Paris, where he lived up to the 
time of his death. Life on the conti- 
nent seemed to ansettle somewhat the 
dumestic morals of this oriental Chris- 
tian, und an hereditary predisposition to 
polygamy asserted itself. The waha-

| rajah recently expressed deep regret for 


| 


the course of, hostility which he bad 
pursned toward England, and ber maj- 
esty, by the advice of her ministers, 
was graciously pleased to accord her 
pardon to bin. 

General Dick Taylor of Louisiana 
used to tell a story of an encounter with 
Dhuleep. While be was staying in 
187{ at Sandringham with the Prince 
of Wales, the maharajah was of the 
party. One morning Taylor arose early 
and strolled cat into the grounds toa 
small summer honse in which there 
was a Hindoo idol brought back from 
India by the prince. As he came near 
he saw some one, who proved tu be 
Dhuleep, standing in front of the idol 
execnting certain movements, evidently 
of worship. The truth probably is 
that Singh never bad abandoned the 
true faith of bis fathers. 

The religion of the Sikhs was found- 
ed by Nanuk., who died A. D. 1538, 
and who leit for the guidance of his 
followers an inspired volume bearing 
the very uneuphonious title of the 
“Grunth.“" This book is beld in great

SHOUTING Hox KERS. 


GREAT SPORT WHICH IS FOUND IN 
THE NORTHWEST 


Countless Swarms Which Congregate Be- 
tween the Red River Valley and the Mis- 
siasippi—Shooting Does Not Appear to 
Diminish Their Number, 


Wild goose huntirg on the plains of 
the northwest is a sport which always 
has great charm even for the experi- 
enced Nimrod. It is a sport replete 
with incident and a recreation which 
must once be indulged in to be thor- 
oughly appreciated. The wild goose is 
known in all parts of North America, 
but in nosection of the country does 
this bird appear in such numbers as in 
that territory lying between the Red 
river valley aid the Missouri river. 
There the geese syartm in countless 
numbers and become corpulent on the 
grains of No. 1 hard which have been 
shaken from thestalk by the reaper and 
are lying in the stubble everywhere: 
Large numbers of the birds are killed 
by resident hunters and for eastern 
markets, put no apparent diminution is 
noticeable in the size and number of 
the flocks to be seen when the shooting 
season begins each year 

An hour's lively sport with the hon- 
kers on the wheatfields of North Da- 
kota means but one thing to the inex- 
perienced hynter, and that issomething 
for his pains, especially if he happens 
to get in a well concealed stand direct- 
ly in the lineof flight. Then it is noth- 
ing uncommon for him to ‘‘tumble 
over” a wagon load of geese in very 
short order. Wild geese are a staple 
commodity in North Dakota and read- 
ily bring from $2.50 to $3 per dozen 
during the shooting season. In the lit- 
tle towns and stations along the North- 
ern Pacific railway, during the fall and 
spring flights. almost everybody turns 
out for a few hours in the morning and 
toward the close of the day to shoot at 
the geese, and a right warm reception 
are the birds treated to. Many will 
ride to the ontskirts of the town and 
shoot from a buggy or wagon at the 
passing myriads overhead and ocgasion- 
ally bring down a bird at long range. 

The hunter who is ont for business 
and is shooting for market und the 
money there is in it drives ont 10 or 
15 miles over the prairie several hours 
before daylight, and after selecting a 
spot where the geese have been seen in 
great numbers the day before digs a 
pit in the ground large enough to con- 
ceal himself and arranges the stubble or, 
grass about the mouth of it so as to pre- 
sent a natural appearance. Close by 
he plants his decoys and settles back in 
the pit and anxiously awaits the com- 
ing of the morning. It is still dark, 
but from every quarter of the prairie 
come sounds of animal life which fore- 
tell the coming of a new day. The 
mournful cry cf the curlew is) heard 
overhead, and a flock of plover demon- 
strate their clos presimity by the hur- 
tling noise of their wings. 

For kome time he sits in a cramped 
position, listening to the booming notes 
of a prairie chicken, which bird is poner- 
ing forth a volume of drumlike sounds. 
Thesh rp yelp of n coyote not far away 
is unmistakable evidence that that 
thriving, skulking animal has jumped 
np a cotton tail and is bustling for an 
early breakfast. At the first peeping of 
the gray dawn the hunter snddenly 
hears a welcome sound—the faint and 
faraway honk-honk of the goose. He 
examines his gun and notes the direc- 
tion of the sound, Nearer and nearer 
the sound comes, and finally he ven- 
tures to take a peep out vf the pit and 
discovers the distant outlines of a large 
flock spread out V shaped in the morn- 
ing sky, bearing off to oue side.. Ap- 
parently they have not seen the decoys, 
and the hunter thinks it is yet too dark. 

Suddenly the leader is seen to waver, 
and with loud cries thu Hock turns and 
circles around the decoys as if suspi- 
cious of their genuineness, but drawing 
nearer at each turn. They have ap- 
proached within easy shooting distance, 
and just as soon as the flock pitches 
down among the decoys the lond bang! 
bang! of a heavily loaded shotgun is 
heard, and two puffs of smoke are seen 
coming apparently from the surface of 
the earth a short distance away. Sev- 
eral geese are lying on the ground, and 
one is skimming away over the prairie 
with a tipped wing. 

Some other flocks appear. and the 
shooting becomes lively until the sun 
is fally two hours high, when the flocks 
diminish, both in size and number, and 
with the exception of a few stragglers 
the morning flight is over. 

Crystal Springs is the name of a small 
station on the Northern Pacific, $0 miles 
west of Jamestown, N. D. There are 
several small alkali lakes in close prox» 
imity to the station and a number of 
springs in the hills near by. from which 
the place gained its name. The town 
proper consists of a depot. boarding 
house and water tank and a population 
not exceeding 10 souls. One April 
morning a few years or so since the 
writer, in company with the telegraph 
operator at the place, sallied forth in 
quest of geese, large flocks of which 
were seen circling around and alight- 
ing on a small lake. fringed with bushes 
and tall grass, not over a mile from the 
etation. After a full hour spent in 
crawling over'the ground and keeping 
out of sight as much as possible the 
bunters crept through the grass to the | 
bushes and looked cautiously out. | 

Upward of 1,000 geese were sporting | 
on the water. diving, sqaawking and 
carrying op at a great rate. When the 
edge of the flock had come within 80 
yards the bunters raised {lieir guns and 
gave them a barrel, following it up with 
the remaining barrel as they rose heav- 
ily from the water. Twerty-cight gecse 
were gathered up as ther sult of the 
shot, 24 of them the white or, brant 
geese. The remaining four were fine 
specimens of “that wariest of all birds 
of its species—the bluckhead ur Cana- 
dian goose. The morni1g’s work was 
higidy sat isfactory.—Ck veland Leader.

As 
he left the building he said the meeting 
was to be for the purpose of considering 
the tariff bill, which wonld then be sub- 
mitted. Heat thesame time reiterated 
the statement made on the floor of the 
Senate that the committee wonld be giv- 
en a few days to consider the bill as a 
whole, and that after it should bererort- 
ed to the Senste, .' leasta week of ad- 
ditional time would be permitted for the 
preparation of speeches %¢fore there 
would be av-<ffort to have the bill tak- 
æi up in the Senate. 

The sugar schedule was the last thing 
to receive the attention of the commit: 
tee, and the work was bronght to 4 close 
by placing the figure at 1 cent a pound, 
or about that figure, on sugar showing 80 
degrees fineness according to the polaris- 
copic test,and increasing the amount 
gradually with the increase of the purity 
of the article. -It is known that the in- 
crease does not reach } ofa cent, but it 
cannot be stated -lefinitely just whatit is. 

It is learned from another source than 
that quoted that the whiskey tax will 
probably be increased to $1.10 per gallon. 
and the bonded period extended to five 
years.

ANNAPOLIS CELEBRATES. 


The Two Hendredth Anniversary ef the 
State Capital. 

On March 5, 1694, the capital of the 
colony of Maryland was removed from St. 
Mary’s to Anne Arundel Town, now 
Annapolis. On Match 5, 1894, the two 
hundredth anniversary of the event was 
commemorated at the ancient city on 
the Severn. 

Yesterday was an eventful day in the 
history of the historic town. The weath- 
er was as May or June. Bright, balmy 
sunshine poured down upon buildings 
which bave been sanctified by close as- 
sociation with Washington, Lafayette, 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton and other 
American patriots,and made apparent 
the full beauty of their elaborate decora- 
tions, The stars and stripes and the 
gold and black of Maryland fluttered 
from the dome and windows of the in- 
teresting old State house and frum the 
other public buildings. The spirit of 
patriotism thus evidenced was widly 
emulated. Nearly every windowin the 
town displayed at least a piece of bunt- 
ing, and the large majority of the buil- 
ings in the city were almost buried be- 
neath masses of red, white and blue, 
and gold and black. The bureaa of The 
Sun: was adorned in the prevailing col- 
ors, prominent among the decorations 
being a portrait ofthe late A. S. Abell 
founder ot The Sun. Carriages and wag- 
ons were all festooned and the shipping 
in the harbor shared in the general 
dressing up. Much amusement was 
caused by the appearance ofa number of 
dogs which trottedabout the streets with 
ribbons tied around their necks, ears 
and legs and even their tails. 

The streets were thronged “with peo- 
ple from the, surrounding country and 
all parts of the State. Those from near 
by drove into town in farm wagons or 
carriages, and the result wasa unique 
assortment of vehicles. Strains of music 
were heard everywhere, which with the 
prevallance of brass buttons and showy 
uniforms, lenta martial air to the festivi- 
ties. The “fakir” was present in full 
force and did a thriving business in 
medals, badges and other “souvenirs” 

The celebration was in four distinct 
parts, which will be fully described in 
the course of this account, but which is 


arranged for the convenience of the | 


readers and not in accordance with the 
order in which they took place. 

First on the programme was a parade 
which formed on West street at the city 
limits, about 2 p. m. and moved through 
the principal streets, encircling the State 
House and disbanding at the campus of 
St. John’s College. 

At4p. m. the bi-centenary of King 
Walliams School, which was founded in 
1694 and incorporated as St. John’s Col- 
lege in 1789, was celebrated in the opera | 
house under the auspices of the college. 
Prayer wss offered by chaplain H.H. 
Clark, of the United States navy. Ad- 
dresses were delivered by adjt-Gen. Hen- 
ryKyd Douglas on “An Early Example 
ot Free Religion and Free Education,” 
and by J. W. Thomas of Cumberland, on 
“The Capital of Stt Mary's.” A para- 
phrase of “Maryland, My Maryland,” on 
the public schools of the state,"The Star- 
Spangled Banner” and “Hail, Columbia” 
were sung by the children of the public 
schools of Anapolis, and some important 
announcements of honorary degrees to be 
conferred by St. Johns were made by Dr 
Thos, Fell, president of the college A 
masked parade followedin which many 
citizens of Annapolis took part. 

Begetining at 8 o'clock at night exer- 
cises commemorating the removal of 
the colonial capital to Annapolis took 
place in the chamber ‘of the House of 
Delegates at the state House. Thomas 
S. Baer, a member of the House of Dele- 
gates made the opening remarks. After 
prayer had been offered by Rev. Dr. W. 
S, Southgate, rector of St. Ann’s protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, an essay on “The 
Removal! of the Capital from St. Mary’s 
to Annapolis” was read by Elihu S. Ri- 
ley, of Annapolis, and Prof. Alfred P. 
Dennis, of Princeton, N. J., made an ad- 
dress upon “Catholic and Puritan Set- 
tlements in Maryland.” These features 
were interspersed with the singing of 
“Yandee Doodle,” “Maryland, My Mary- 
land” and “My Country, "Tis of Thee” 
by a choir of public school children.

Maryland Appointments to be Made. 


Washington, March 7. — President 
Cleveland has taken up the matter of 
of federal appointments in Maryland. As 
soon as the the Maryland delegation in 
Congress agrees upon a single candidate 
for each of the offices the appointment 
will be made. This, at Jeast, is the indi- 
cation. Representatives Rusk and Ray- 
ner were at the White House tolay at 
the request of the President and the 
matter of appointments was generally 
discussed. The p resident, it is usder- 
stood, does not intend to actin the mat- 
ter without the approval of the Mary- 
land representatives in Congress, but is 
anxious to ascertain for himself the qual- 
ification of each candiuate. In addition 
to this it is asserted he wishes to reserve 
two appointments for himself, probably 
the postmastership and the position 
of district attorney. It is believed 
‘0 be almost certain that Mr. S&S. 
Davies Warfield will be appointed post- 
master and that Mr. Wm. L. Marbury 
will be the district attorney. The other 
positions will be filled apon the recom 
mendation of the Maryland delégation. 


THE PRESIDENT'S INTENTION. 


Mr.Rayner spent considerable time with 
the president. He appeared in the House 
for the firt time this morning since his re- 
cent illness and was warmly received 
by his associates upon the floor. Soon 
after his arrival be was summoned to the 
White House by a telephone message 
from Priyate Secretary Thurber inform- 
ing him the president would like to 
see him. When asked to state the pur- 
port of the interview Mr. Rayner said: 
“There has been no conference that I 
know of among the Maryland delegates 
with regard to federal appointments in 
Maryland, and I took the liberty of ask- 
ing the president to permit the subject 
to rest a few days until there could be 
a fair presentation of the numerots ap 
plications forthe various positions. The 
president understands that geographical 
considerations come into play and thar 
the city of Baltimore, Sonthern Mary- 
land and the Eastern Shore claim recog- 
nitiou. The president stated to me, as 
he stated some time ago to Senator Gor- 
man and recently to Governor Brown, 
that he proposes to make several ap- 
pointments of his own selection. These 
places, with one exception, carry little 
or no patronage with them, and tbe ap- 
pointments are not a matter of grave 
importance tothe party. While there 
are numerous applicants, there aré no 
unseemly struggle for the places, and I 
am confident the president will do the 
best hecan to gratify the democratic 
sentiment of the state.” 

Regarding the probable confirmation 
by the senate of the nominations which 
the President will make for the Mary- 
land offices, Mr. Rayner said: “The 
President evidently does not count on 
any conflict with the Senate. I am sure 
he wants to avoid it as much as possible 
Instead of bringing about dissention In 
the party, his whole mind and energy 
seems bent upon strengthening it in ev- 
ery direction. Every question that be asks 
is direct to the character and capacity of 
the people who are ‘applying for places. 
During my talk with the President’ to- 
day a number of names were gone’ over 
and I gave him the best information I 
could, The difficult be will encounter 
will be making selections from a list of 
persons who are equally deserving and 
qualified.” : 

MR. RUSK WAS ALSO CCNSULTED. 


Representatiye Rusk also talked ofiap- 
pointments with the President, and in- 
formed him that he would prefer to act 
with the delegation in the matter of 
recommendations. The various candi- 
datea were iliscussed, bowever, and the 
President showed bis interest in the 
matter by asking numerous questions 
regarding each applicant. He is evident- 
ly ready to make the appointments at 
an early date, and will probably dela 
action only forthe purpose of allowing 
the Maryland representatives to deter- 
mine which names from the list they 
think should be selected. 

At the Postoffice Department the pa- 
pers relating ‘to Presidential postoffices 
in Maryland, with the applications and 
endorsements filed by the different can- 
didates, have been prepared for trans- 
mission to the president, and it is antic- 


ipated these offices will also be filled at 


the same time as the offices in Balu- 
more, 

So far uothing has beea dne with re- 
gard to a conference of the Maryland 
representatives for the purpose of agree- 
ing upon candidates. The members of 
the House. however, are ready to mert 
the two senators, and it is probable Sen- 
ator Gorman will call a meeting ita day 
or two. 

SOME OF THE NAMES MENTIONED. 


Sr far as can be ascertained the names 
thatare being seriously considered by 
the President and about which he is 
making inquiries are those of Col. Ed- 
ward Lloyl, Dr. Frank T. Shaw, State 
tax commissioner, and ex-representative 
John B. Brown for the cullectorship; ex- 
State Senator C. Ridgly Goodwin of Bal- 
timore, and state senator E. Stanley 
Toadrin of Wicomico county, who is in- 
dorsed by representative Brattan and 
ex- Governor Jackson for the position of 
surveyor of the port; Col. Buchanan Sch- 
ley of Hagerstown, who is indorsed by 
Representative McKaig, Mr. Dawson, of 
Montgomery county, and Jadge Ormond 
Hammond, indorsed by Senator Gibson 
forthe position of sub treasurer. 

There is little qnestion as to the ap 
pointment of Representative Barnes 
Compton as naval officer. The President 
has inquired whether or not Mr. Comp- 
ton is anxivos to leave Congress and has 
been assured by members of the delega- 
tiun that heis. Mr. Compton is being 
umed for the position by the, entire 
Maryland delegation, and his appoint- 
ment is thought to be assured. State 
Senator Waters, of Somerset county, 
however, has been mentioned in con» | 
nection with tle position. 


License Fee for Crabbers. 


Mr. Applegarth of Dorchester county, 
has struck upon a scheme to increase the 
revenue for public schools in the tide- 
water counties. He has introduced a bill 
imposing a license free of $2 on sll per- 
sons in this State who engage in catching 
hard and soft crabs with scrape; scoop, 
net and trot lines, the license fee to go 
tn the public schools of the county in 
which it is issued. Mr. Applegarth says 
throughant the Eaatern Shore'a large 
number of persons engage in catching 
crabs for market in the spring, summer 
and fall months, and that the business 
has grown tu snch proportionsas to make 
it almost as profitable as oystering in 
winter. He thinks the school fand will 
be largely augmented from this source,

The First Peaches in Maryland. 


Easton, March 5—About half of the} 


peacli trees in Talbot county have been 
destroyed this year by their owners be- 
cause of the uncertain and unprofitable 
featur.a of the peach -crop in recent 
years. Few young trees were planted 
last year and fewer will be set out this 
year, a- hard fact for the norserymen. 
The land from which the peach trees are 
removed will go to tomatoes and other 
vegetabjes, grain and grass. 

Most ‘products on Talbot soils cease to 
crop well after a certain number of years. 
At the beginning of the century, and for 
many years before, tobacco was the sta- 
ple in Talbot county. Farmers grew it 
year after year until it would grow no 
longer. Then they abandoned it fer 
wheat and corn, the yield of which per 
acre is increasing up to this time. Che- 
mists have found how to put back 
through commercial fertilizers the con- 
stitaents of the soil whose grains ex- 
haust year after year. When these ma- 
nures are not used the yield is less than 
it was fifty yearsago. * 

There is an interesting story of the in- 
troduction of the peach into America 
more than two nundred years ago, A- 
bout three miles from Easton there is 
an estate called Peach Blossom, which is 
at the head of a creek of the same name. 
It was the seat of the historical Robins 
family, who came fram England and 
took that estate when Maryland wa- 
very young. The direct decendants ol 
the first Robins of Maryland live now ir 
Philadelphia. The surname no longer 
exists in Talbot county, though it ap 
pears in the Christian names of men 
bers of the Goldaborougb, the Hollyday 
and other families. 

One of the, family, Thomas Robins, 
was agreat traveler, and roamed all 
over the accessible regions of the world. 
In Persia he found the peach, a fruit 
then unknown in England and America, 
and brogtit to Maryland with him some 
peach stones, which he planted on the 
estate his brother had just settled npon 
When the trees blossomed the flower- 
were so much admired that the name o 
the estate was changed from Arcadia to 
Peach Biossom. If there ever was » 
time when this story was not believed it 
is so far back in the past as not to „be lo- 
cated. A stone tablet on the Peach 
Blossom estate once gave the date of the 
planting of the péach-stones, bat it has 
disappeared in the general wreak and 
ruin of the place, whose glories have de- 
parted many, many years ago.

An Exception to Nature's Laws. 
According to the general laws of na- 
ture, when a body is cooled it becomes 
heavier than when itis hot. There is 
at ledst one exception to this rule, and 
that is in the case of water. Now, be- 
lore you read farther, shut your eyes 
nd see if you can figure ont just exact- 
ly how important this exception is to 
humanity. Cool a can or other vessel 
of water from, say, 70 degrees down to 
40 degrees and then pour it into a tab 
of water the temperature of which is 
any place between 50 and 80 degrees. 
You will notice that the cold water 
will immediately sink to the bottom, 
and right here is an explanation of the 
mystery of river and lake circulation. 
But when your cooling process goes be- 
- jow 39 degrees, strange ss it may seem, 
‘the water becomes lighter than it was 
whengit was only one or two degrees 
warmer, and if poured into a tub heated 
as directed above will stay on top or im- 
mediately rise to that position. Now, 
let us suppose that water continued to 
-get heavier as it got colder, as other 
bodies do: what would happen? — Ice as 
coon as it formed would sink to the 
bottom, layer upon layer, and in this 
way seas, lakes and rivers would be 
frozen solid. Bunt one freezing would 
do for all time, as the rays of the sun 
would not penetrate the thin skim of 
cold summer water to a sufficient depth 
to thaw the rigid mass. For ns it is 
fortunate that there are *‘exceptions to 
all rules.“’—St. Louis Republic. 


Where Ty ndail Wanted to Rest. 

“Whatever the late Professor Tyn- 
dall’s firial wishes may have been, it was 
not,” writes a correspondent, ‘his desire 
at one time of his life that his remains 
should rest in the little graveyard at 
Haslemere. I remember some 10 years 
ago sitting next him at a dinner party at 
the late Earl of Dalhousie’s and his ex- 
patiating with’ much zest and eloquence 
on his horror of being interred ina damp 
spot. His final resting place, the pro- 
fessor declared, was already prepared fcr 
‘him near his favorite Alpine retreat—a 
shelf cut in the hard rock, high up in the 
pure, dry mountain air, where the nat- 
ural process of disintegration might be 
accomplished with as few of the painful 
adjuncts of decay as might be. He 
laughingly volunteered to provide con- 
tiguous rocky shelves for any like mind- 
ed friends. 

“I may perhaps be allowed to add that 
through all the intervening years I haye 
retained a most vivid impression of the 
enthusiasm with which Professor Tyn- 
dall dwelt on the wilder ‘beauties of na- 
ture. He assured me that he lived on 
Hindhead not for the sake of the exqui- 
site suminer days, but for the wild eyen- 
ings of spring and autumn, when storms 
and mists and rainclouds sweep across 
the open hillside. His artistic enjoy- 
ment of such a scene seemed to me quite 
as keen as his scientific appreciation.”—

“Engagement ring, eh?™ said the 
clerk in a confidential undertone. 
“Here you are, sir, the very latest. 
Forty-five dollars—exquisite stone— 
payment in 10 months. This shell ring 
isour own design. Any girl would have 
fits over it. See that dainty spiral 
thread of gold about the setting? That 
emphasizes the gem and makes it ap- 
pear worth more than itis. You cant 
better yourself, sir. Pay cash and 
you'll get a discount of $5." 

The young man seemed much. im- 
pressed. He gave the measurement of 
the little finger of his fair charmer and 
left his name and references. 

In bis pocket as he went out he car- 
tied astnpendous contract printed in 
red ink, which stipulated that *‘in case 
of nonpayment according to the terma 
of contract, etc., the ring must be for- 
feited.”’

Mrs. Romney's Water Cooler, 

The Colorado jourualist, Mrs. Rom- 
ney, has patented, among several other 
articles, a water cooler which does not 
require ice. It is a covered receptacle, 
of cellular brickware, manufactured of 
clay, sawdnst and astestus fiber. In 
the process the sawdust is burned out, 
leaving the product cellular, or porvus. 
The receptacle, with the water to be 
kept cool within, stands in a tray of 
galvanized iron, which holds water to a 
depth of two orthreeinches. By reason 
of the porosity of the cooler and the force 
of capillary attraction, the water in 
the tray constantly rises through the 
cellular walls of the receptacle, and is 
as constantly evaporated—thereby keep- 
ing the water inside us cool as it is usu- 
ally drawn from a well or spring. —Den-

i THEY CcFY IMITATION. 


Exvention Can Capyly N> Substitutes For 
4 Wha etoue or Teszel. 

With all cur boasted labor saving 
machinery and modern inventions there 
are numcrons articles centering into the 
economy of manufacture which seem 
trude aud e:mple, but which defy im- 
provement. 

No one, for instance, bas ever been 
able to find a rubstitite for whalebone. 
With the diminution of the supply and 
the enormously increased cost of the ar- 
ticle, ecores of inventors have turned 
their attention to the article and at- 
tempted to supply a substitate, but up 
to the prevent time nothing as durable, 
tongh and pliable as whalebone has re- 
sulted. 

Another article without which no 
woolen wmauvufacturer could prepare 
certain gocds for the market is the tea- 
ze]. It is absolately essential in rais- 
ing a nap on cassimeres and soft wool- 
en fabrics, and although scores ot imi- 
tation teazles have been invented none 
is found to give the satisfaction of the 
‘odd little burr, with iis stiff little 
hooks, which is eo extensively exported 
and coltivated for the cloth finishing 
trade. 

Persons who have never seen a teazel 
can imagine a fur cone, set all over 
with little barbs. It is really a burr, 
or flower head, or thistle tcp of the 
plant dipsacas, and so identified is it 
with cloth dressing, und so long aud sg 
general has been the use of the teazel 
for the purpose mentioned, that it is 
even retiected in its botanical name, 
Dipsacus fullonum, or**fuller’s teazel.’ 

However familiar the teazel may be 
to persons familiar with woolen manu- 
facture, or to thosé who live in coun- 
tries where it is extensively cultivated, 
the fact remains that the great major- 
ity of persons bave never heard of such 
an article und will be ustonished to 
learu in what enormous quantities they 
are raised. 

In France alone 6,009 acres of land 
are exclusively devoted to the cu}tiva- 
tion of the teazel; French manufac- 
turers use annually nearly $2,000,000 
worth of the prickly heads and export 
during thesame period npward cf 60,- 
000 tons, valned at $2,500.00. When 
it is considered that a teazel weighs not 
more than an ordinary burdock, the 
vast quantity exported can be realized 
in part. 

In addition to the French crop, which 
is the most highly estecm<d, teazels are 
produced in enormoas quantities in 
Anstria, England, Belginm. Poland 
and the Crimes. Until recently they 
did not grow satisfactorily in the Unit- 
ed States, but now they are quite ex- 
tensively grown in Oneida county, in 
this state, and possibly elsewhere, and 
it is said return a fair profit to the cul- 
tivator for the outlay cf money. 

The prickles of the teazel have a 
small knob at the end, and this mount- 
ed on an élastic stem, and set with 
great precision on the central spindle, 
which, revolving, claws the surface of 
the cloth, raises a nap which mechan- 
ical contrivances have always- failed in 
equaling.—New York Herald.

- Fashivbs of the Ainus. ‘ 

A descr’ption of the clothing worn | 
in cold weather by the hairy Ainus, those | 
strange little inhabitants of farther Si- 
beria and a part of Japansis as follows: | 

The only material of which they ever 
have a complete suit is fishskin. Such a 
suit is sometimes elaborately though | 
coarsely embrojdered. The resemblance | 
between this embroidery and that of the | 
North American Indians is remarkable. 

How the fishskin is prepared is still a 
puzzle to me, Thongh pretty thin, it is 
very tough and has more pliability than | 
might be thonght possible. Shoes even 
are made with it, but not exclusively of 
it. It generally forms the liming of the | 
uppers. k 

The thicker clothing is grotesqneness | 
itself. For medium garments, especially 
for the covering of the back and chest, | 
birch bark is used, other materials being | 
stitched to it. For the coldest weather | 
the clothing is) much like that of the | 
Eskimos and the Kamchatdales, The 
grotesqueness of it arises not so much j 
from its shape as from the variety of the | 
materials. 

In one of these Joseph's coat dresses 
were mixed patches of sable, bear, deer 
and foxskins, including the tails, in hap- 
hazard fragments, while bebind and be- 
fore there was| underneath all these a 
large piece of birch bark. The bark, I | 
afterward found, was intended inciden- 
tally as a protection against accidental 
shots from poisoned arrows which the 
Ainus use more in winter than in sum- 
mer in their hunting excursions.— |

The assertion may sound 
slightly exaggerated, but it is a fact 
nevertheless that the troublesome little 
crawfish work more danger to the le- 
| yees than does the water. On a big rise, 
when the bed of the river is stretched 
from embankment ta cnibankiuent, the 
crawfish borrew into the levees and 
live there in the moist earth. They 
multiply faster than maggots and loosen 
up the earth worse than moles, 

The levee muy be completuly sodded 
with grass and you see no exttrnal evi- 
' dence of the damage going on within, 

but when the next big rise comes you 
will see it. I have frequently known 
the water to l reak through the levee tw 
or three fect from. the top, and you can at- 
tribute tt tonmething Lut the destructive 
work of crawtsh. This was particular- 
ly true of the Lreak at Ofint’s in 1889, 
| when a portion of the town df Green- 
ville was submerged. The builder of 
| the levee in the future will bave tu take 
| into acconnt the crawfish as one of bis 
most stubborn foes.""—St. Louis Globe 
Democrat.

The Discovercr of the L.z Horn Mine 
Leaves a Fortune to a Shoemaker. 

Patrick Ryan of this town, a shoemak- 
er, Single, 50 ye irs of aye, has received 
notice of the death of his brother in Chi- 
cago. By his death he is the only heir. 

lIt was early in 1849 that James Ryan, 
then a young man, left Milford in com; 
pany with Richard Quinlan and with 
hundreds of others went to the golden 
gate to seek their fortune in the gold+ 
fields of California. 

They remained there for several years, 
but the mine they worked in, although 
rich in ore, was far from healthy and 
was particularly bad for the eyes, so 
much so that yonng Ryan’s eyes were 
affected and he was forced to come east 
to have them attended to, for he was al- 
most blind. 

Youny Ryan recovered bis sight after 
a few years, but the cast was rather 
tame for him, and again he went west. 
His second trip was to Colorado. The 
silver fever had just broken out, and 
Leadviké was not known. Denver waa 
a towthof few houses when James Ryan 
arrived there with a companion They 
were not loug prospecting before they 
struck a mine that proved a great find. 
They sold it for $20,000. This was the 
first big money that Ryan ever made, 
altbongh it was but a small amount as 
compared with whut he afterward made 
in the mining world. 

He remained but a sbort tine in Den- 
ver, when, in company with his partner, 
they went to Utah, where they prospect- 
ed for nearly a year, but were only euc- 
cessful iu getting small finds, They were 
all about to bid Utah goodby when they 
struck traces of silver, the ore proving 
the finest thoy ever met with. 

The seam was followed and proved 
better than they ever dreamed they 
This was no other than the 
Big Horn silver mine that they sold for 
$1,000,000, 

The money was equally divided be- 
tween the partners., The moucy market 
always had a charm for Ryan, and he 
lost a great deal among the balls and 
bears in Chicago. More thuu once he 
was tightly canecezed by ol l man Huteh- 
inson, who wus in his prime in those 
days. 

Bunt the hidden treasure beyond the 
Rockies had cliarms also for him that he 
could not overcome, and after losing 
what to many a man wonld be called a 
good sized fortune he returned to his 
old love of adventure and prospecting. 

Again he proved successful and be- 
cage the owner-of several mines that 
brought him immense wyedth, 

Mr. Ryan does not know the -ssect 
amount of his brother's wealth, nor will 
he fora few days to come. Mr. Percy 
Shea of Denver is to have charge of- set- 
tling up the estate.—Milford Cor. Bos- 
ton Globe.

| GENERAL LEE'S CHRISTMAS FARE. 


There Were Cabbage and Bacon, but the’ 
Bacon Was Only Borrowed. 

As the fortune of war has favored his 
larder, through some skillful foraging 
of Ephraim, a negro. who was his faith- 
ful cook, bodyservant and waiter— 
three gentlemen |in one—General “Lee 
invited several officers to dine witb him 
on Christmas day, 1864. The lucky 
recipients of the timely invitation were 
tive in number, all officers of distinc- 
tion, among theni Generals Longstreet, 
Gordon and ‘Kershaw. They were all 
on time when the dinner was called. It 
was served on a rough pine table, with- 
out a cover, in Genera) Lee’s weather 
beaten tent. It consisted of boiled cab- 
bage, and eight or te n. boiled sweet po- 
tatoes and a dish of ‘rice couked dry. 
The piece da resistance. which indeed 
the knightly gueses found it hi ird to 


rare in the Confederate camp at that 
time as are roses on the-northern hill- 
tops in December. You can inmgine, 
therefore, the self restraint exercised 
by each guest as they declined in turn a 
slice of the delectable weit ‘proffered 
by their host, who held the carving kuife 
and fork ready to cut and help, 

It was observed that when the gen- 
eral, after helping tu the cubhage, szid 
to the gnest whose plate Ephraim held 
out, “Allow me to help you to a slice 
of the bacon? the devoted old servi- 
tor’s hind trembled greatly. In fact, 
he seemed to be ina state of decided 
fright? Tw: high military rank of the 
| guests wonld not account for his trepi- 
dation, for le daily served near a mas- 
ter who outranked them all. There 
was no splendor lett in* the ‘tracery of 
faded gold lace on their battle stained 
nniforms to dazale his. eyes and cause 
them to roll about and glance from ba- 
con to guest, and) from guest to bacon, 
as each answered the half question with 
the words, ‘‘No,|thank yon, general.” 
The discomposure of the serving Lan 
was all the more|striking from its con- 
trast with the serene, self poised dig- 
nity of his Devign master. 

Dinner over, the general and his 
guests retired from the tent, but as they 
passed out Gener! Lee turned and said 
in a low tone, “Ephraim, we have an- 
other cabbage, have we not?" 

The answer was, *‘Yes, sah, Mass 
Bob: We's got apudder cabbage, sah." 

“Then, Epbrain, ` said the geperal. 
“save the piece of bacon ty cook with 

that cabbage." 

The prompt and decisive reply, “No, 
sah, Mass Bob, f can’t do dat! I jis, 
borressdat piece’of bacon for seasonin 
from a friend o rin Richmon, and ¿ 
I done gib up my parol@oeb honor dat 
I'll gib him back dat same bacon wha 
I borrow." 

The general, who could not be a party - 

to any man’s violation of his purole of 
honor, consented at once to the return 
of the bacon that had so successfully 
run the gantlet of six hungry diners. 
He must have reflected, too, on the ex- 
tremity of his fortunes that led to the 
borrowing of `a part of his Christmas 
dinner on the hard condition that it 
should be returned untouched. His 
New Year's dinner was still more miea- 
ger, I judge, from what he indicated to 
General Grant next day. 
_ A flag of truce| had been sent into the 
Confederate lines with an inquiry re- 
garding a Union officer who had been 
wounded and taken prisoner, and the 
officer who bore it, after stating its ob- 
ject, said, **General Lee, 1 am directed 
by General Grant to give you his com- 
pliments and to/say that ho is thor- 
oughly informed! as to all your move- 
ments, and even |knows what you had 
for dinner yesterday.” 

General Lee took the pleasantry in 
good part and answered, ** Please, cap- 
tain, present my compliments to Gen- 
eral Grant and say that I must doubt 
the correctness of bis information, for 
‘Tknow.bim to be a humane man, and 
if he had known what | had for my 
dinner he would have sent me a partjof 
his own. ’’—Lonuisville Courier-Journal.

By a private message from Annapolis, 
we learn that the Assessment bill was 
defeated last Thursday by a vote of 58 
to 31. This ends the work of the ses 
sion. 

The House bas waited the whole win- 
ter for the Senate tn pass the bill, and 
ihen overwhelmingly defeated—waiting 
for an opportunity to do nothing. 

And the party pledges have gone for 
naught. 

That the bill was defective, we all 
concede; so much so that the people felt 
but little interest in its passage. But did 
tne House do its dut” in simply tabling 
the bill witout even considering it? 

— That is. the platform of the party is to 
be totally ignored. Is the party in the 
state to be known as no longer a party 
that carries out its moral obligations? 

The legislature of 1893 was elected up- 
on the issue of a néw assessment. The 
legislature by an almost two thirds vote 
refuses even to consider the question. 

What influences or causes bronght 
about this result we are unable at this 

: writing to tell. 

That the bill was not what it sbould 
have been, we all concede. In fact the 
wisdom of passing it in the form in 
which it was presented, was doubtful. 
Botthe methods used in disposing of 
the bill are not such as will commend 
themselves to the masses in the state, or 
place the party in an enviable position 
to go before the votersat the next gen- 
era: election. We don’t hesitate torsay, 
we can see no reason for adopting anoth- 
er party platform, if platrorm are to be 
dealt with in.this manner.

Senator Gorman’ virtually denies that 
the people of the state have the right to 
petition their representatives.

This is a novel attitude for a servant 


of the people to take. . The speech has 
caused much discussion in the state and 
raised an opposition that the Senator will 
no doubt feel a long ‘time. 

That theSenate should be conservative 
and not sensitive to every manifestation 
of public sentiment, however unporten- 
tious, everyone concedes, but when the 
whole nation rises up and demands ac- 
tidn on the part of that “conservative” 
body, it is well for these temporary po- 
tentates to remember whom they serve. 

The Baltimore Sun has been particu- 
larly caustic towards the Senator, It 
said editorially last Thursday: 

“Mr. Gorman says that the tariff “has 
been dealt with honestly and fairly” in 
the Senate. The people complain thatit 
hasbeen dedit with secretly. Mr. Gor- 
man treats it as if it were a private affair 
of the Senate and its committees. The 
people have a notion that it is their af- 

‘fair—that it is their interests, their trade 
their industry, their profits and their 
wages which are to be affected by it, and 
they claim the right to know what is 
going on behind closed committee-room 
doors, and the further right to give ex- 
pression through the press, through 
public meetings and through respectful 
memorials and addresses, to their wishes 
and views upon the subject.. They fur- 
ther demand that their views and wishes 
moreover shall be listened to and heed- 
ed, and not treated with contempt by 
their senators and agents. 

Mr. Gorman says that “we (the senate) 
shall deliberate over it fairly.as we have 
always done on questions of such im- 
portance.” This suffering people who 
have seen months already spent in de- 
liberation, demand also prompt action. 
They have an idea of what deliberation 
means with Mr. Gorman. They recall 
the weary weeks of anxiety and waiting 
last summer, while Mr. Gorman’s steering 
committee “deliberated” how not to re- 
peal immediately the Sherman silver 
act, and how “deliberation” in the sen- 
ate iteelf degenerated into atrial of phys- 
ical force—s tug-of-war—when senators 
slept on sofas and in committee rooms 
only to awaken to answer a roll call. 

_ They remember too, how the cloture was 
- spoken of, the adoption of a role simular 
to that which exists in the House of 
Representatives and in the British 
House of Commons and in every other 
important deliberative assembly in the 
world, in order to stop the dreary waste. 
and welter of words which nobody but 
Mr. Gorman would ever have thought of 
callings “gra” debate,” Mr. Gorman 
was the most earnest opponent of any 
step to stop or limit. debate—how he 
“trotted out his stock properties — the 
“hoary traditions of the senate,” and 
with his colleagues never—nev- 
er to relinquish their sacred prerogative 
_ ofunlimited “gab”. Yet, Mr. Gorman is 
himself usually a silent man, who him- 
self never abuses his privilege in this 
respect—hat who understands, perfectly 
peverileless, the value of the. privelege 
gta ineace. of obstruction and of pre- 
venting a vote. 
- Mr. Gorman, unfortunately for himself 
and_any special interest he may repre- 
sent, bas only increased the general dis- 


S 
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trust with whicb his position on the 
tariff ia viewed by all sound and loyal 
lemocrats. He has recalled to their 
recollection his tortuous course upon the 
silver question. Here, in Maryland, at 
least, men begin to contrast his indiffer-

Maryland Appointments. 


The terms of Cellector Marine, Naval 
Officer Urner and Surveyor Barchinal 
expired Monday. Secretary Carlisle bas 
sent no requests to them to remain io 
office until their successor shall have been 
appvinted, but he will take care of this. 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin said this 
ofternoon that he bad not thought of the 
condition at Baltimore.as applying to 
paying off customs employes on the 15th 
until his attention was called to the 
matter. He added, however, that the 
customs employes at Baltimore should 
not be disappointed of their pay to-mor- 
row; that he would direct the disbursing 
office to go over to Baltimore and pay off, 
“or,” gdded Mr. Hamlin, “if he should 
be engaged I will go over myself and 
psy them off rather than that they should 
be disappointed.” 

Senator Gorman has not fixed any 
time for calling on the President, or, if 
he bas, he keeps it secret. He intends 
to make the visit very early though, and 
will probably go to-morrow. The Presi- 
dent will discuss the entire situation 
with the Senator and, perhaps, the latter 
can suggest some way of appeasing the 
rival claims of Goodwin, and Schley. 

The most diligent inquiry among the 
members of Congress fails to elicit any 
information ss to the marshalship. Ass 
matter of fact, the disposal of this office 
seems to have been overlooked in can- 
vassing those deemed more important. 
Senator Gorman will, perhaps, submit 
some recommendation to the President 
for this place on the slate. 

None of the delegation had any infor- 
mation as to Governor Brown being the 
President's chcice for collector, except 
the paragraph they had read in the 
newspapers.

A constitutional amend- 
ment providing for home rule was also 
to be submitted to the voters. The 
mortgage taxers were to be placated by 
a separate bill providing for the taxa- 
tion of mortgages for state purposes only. 

The new compromise was not swal- 
lowed with the alacrity expected by 
those who put up the dose. Although 
Congressman Compton and Stephen 
Gambrall, Senator Gorman/a_bestier-in- 
law, and tax Compsiesioner Shaw came 
oyer fom Washington to aid in engi- 
neering the deal, and see that the or- 
ders of the boss at the National capital 
were carried out, they found that they 
had undertaken a large contract and 
time alone will show whether they can 
carry it out,

| The Rumored Factory in South Sal- 


isbury to be Built. 


A NEW FIRM ORGANIZED WITH ALL JACK- 
SON INTERESTS POOLED. 


Messrs. William, H. Jackson & Son 


have given ont for publication the facts 


concerning theerection of the mammoth 
box factory and flooring mill in South 
Salisbury about which ramor has been 
so busy for the past three weeks. The 
mill is to be erected on the nine acre lot 
purchased of Dr, Isaac H. Houston ad- 
joining the railroad in South salisbury, 
south of the switch. The new mill will 
be one of the largest plants in the south, 
probably the larges. The size of the 
main building will be 225 ft by 150 ft, 
two story exclusive of sheds for lamber 
and cars. For its construction there will 
be required 114,000 feet of framing. 

The power will be furnished by a 400 
horse power Cortiss Engine built by 
Robert Wetherill & Co., of Chester Pa. 

Tne wili will haye a capacity of 20,000 
oil boxes a day requiring 120,000 ft of 
lumber and 75,000 will be manufac- 
tured into flooring and siding. This 
supply of lumber will be brought here 
from the south where the company have 
two large tracta of timber of one hun- 
dred million feet each, one the Bean- 
fort Lumber Company, which was pur: 
chased by W. H. Jackson &Son about one 
year ago; the other, the Enfield Lumber 
company of Enfield N. C., purchased last 
month. This lumber will all be brought 
to this city, to be. worked into boxes, 
flooring and ceiling. 

The new firm willdo business under 
the corporate name of the Jacksoh 
Brothers Company, being aconsolida- 
tion of the firm of W. H. Jackson & Son, 
of this city; The Suffolk Lumber Co., of 
Soffulk, Va.; The Whalevville Manufac- 

turing company of Whaleville Vsa.; 
Beaufort Connty Lumber company, and 
The Enfield Lumber company. 

The new company. will be capitalized 
at a half million. This stock will be beld 
principally by W. H. Jackson, W. P. 
Jackson, W F. Jackson and I. N. Jack 
son. Smail blocks of the stock will be 
held: by some parties who have for some 
years been in the emplcy of the com- 
pany, and intcrested in some branches 
of the business. 

The new enterprise in South Salisbury 
will give employment to one, hundred 
and fifty men. This means much toSal- 
isbury, especially South Salisbury where 
there will be more or less activity this 
year in building operations. 

The new building in South Salisbary 
will be built by Tuos. H. Mitchell, Esq., 
architect and contractor. The wood- 
working machinery will be furnished by 
L. Power & Co., of Philadelphia. the well 
known manufacturers of this clase of 
machinery.

“Arrangements have been completed 
for the aale of the property of the Chop- 
tank Steamboat Company, including its 
three steamers, to the Baltimore and 
Eastern Shore Railroad Company. The 
railroad last year inquired as to the price 
at which the Maryland and Choptank 
Steamboat Company wonld sell, but 
nothing came of it. The railroad has 
desired to control the two competing 
steamboat lines. The road is in the hands 
of a receiver, but the reorganization 
committee met recently and obtained, for 
a second time, the price at which the 
Choptank Line would sell. They decided 
that it would be advisable to control the 
Choptank Line, and so reported to the 
bondholders, who will, an official says, 
„dopt the report of the committee. The 
Choptank Company. being satisfied with 
the price offered, is gathering its stock 
and bonds preparatory to the transfer. 

The railroad proposes to keep the 
business of the steamboat company intact 
and the bosta on the present route. The 
railroad now runs thesteamer Tangier as 
a transfer boat between Light street and 
Claiborne The trains run from Cloiborne 
to Salisbury and to Ocean City. The 
steamboat line operates the steamer Cam- 
bridge, Tred Avon and Choptank to Eas- 
ton, Oxford, Cambridge and points on 
the Choptank and Tred Avon Rivers, and 
has also run a boat to the landings on 
Nanticoke River. The Baltimore and 
Eastern Shore Railroad and the Mary- 
land and Choptank Steamboat Companies 
have been in sharp competition since the 
completion of the railroad. The principal 
points at which their interests have 
clashed have been Easton, on the Tred 
Avon, and Uhoptank Bridge, on the 
Choptank River. 

The steamboat line was organized a- 
bout thirteen years ago, with the propell- 
er William E, Clark as the pioneer boat. 
It ran to the Eastern Shore three times 
a week. The Clark was succeeded by the 
Choptank. The Tred Avon,a 151 foot 
propeller, was built in 1884, and the 
Cambridge, which claims a speed of 
twenty knots and has a length of 165 ft. 
was built in 1890. The last two mention- 
ed are’'running nightly. The company 
has valuable wharf property along the 
route, and good terminal facilities on 
Light street wharf.— Balto, American.

TH OF JOHN T. FORD. 


Balti: Thestrical Manager Passes 
Away Suddenly—Grip the Cause. 


Mr. John T. Ford the well known tht- 
atrical manager aud proprietor of Ford's 
Gtand Opera House, died at his home, 
1536 North Gilmore street, at 7 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 

Upto a late hour Wedneedsy after- 
noon the funeral arrangements had not 
been completed. The funeral will pro- 
bably take place on Friday, and inter- 
ment will be made in Greenmount Cem- 
etery. 

Mr. Ford was taken ill with the grip 
about two months ago, but, as he was ač- 
customed to attacks of cold every winter, 
nothing was thonght of it. 

Naturally his health was extremely 
vigorous, and there was seldom a day 
when he did not attend to his business 
as osval. In the present instance, how- 
erer, hig trouble lingered, and his physi- 
cians preferred that he should ‘not ex- 
pose bimself. For some time, therefore, 
he has been missing about the business 
centres of the city during the day and at 
the theatre during the. evening. The 
last time he was out was about a month 
ago. 

It wag thought by the family, however 
that he was progressing favorably, and 
he, himeelf, had no idea that bis end 
was so near. Occasionally he complain- 
ed ofa difficulty in breathing, and he 
was troubled somewhat with a cuugh. 
He was, nevertheless, in his usual good 
spirits, and, as alwavs, full of reminis- 
cence, jest and anecdote.

THE TEMPERAMENTS. 


The Fourfold Classification That Was Made 
Two Thousand Years Ago. 

It is interesting to find that so thor- 
oughly scientific a man as Professor 
William Preyer has adopted the four- 
fold classification of temperaments 
made pearly 2,000 years ago—namely, 
the eholeric, sanguine, melancholy and 
lymphatic. The existence of one or 
the other of these temperaments may 
be discerned, he says ın his work on 
“The Infant Mind,” very early in the 
great majority of children—in the sec- 
ond quarter of the first year, beyond 
a doubt. Nearly every one who has 
written about temperaments has got up 
a classification of his own. Galen had 
nine, Haycock gave six, Grabam 
Brown seven, and others bave got down 
as low astwo. Modern writers use the 
word nervous for choleric, and bilious 
for melanchclic temperament. With 
these Verbal modifications, the old clas- 
sification seems to answer all practical 
purposes, and individuals can build np 
combinations as needed. 

_ Hutchinson defines temperament as 
the sum of the physical peculiarities of 
a man exclusive of his tendency to 
disease. This is not very satisfat. 
tory, though perhaps temperament is a 
thing a little too vague to be satisfacto- 
rily defined. In’ modern terms it may 
be said to be the peculiar way in which 
the individual reacts to the stimuli of 
his environment. There is no doubt 
that one class of persons reacts quickly 
and easily, expending energy profusely 
and often needlessly in their life work; 
ethers react hopefully and work buoy- 
antly, yet with less waste. We can 
thus distinguish the nervous, the san- 
guine, the melancholic, etc. A capac- 
ity to recognize aud appreciate the im- 
portance of temperament used to be con- 
sidered part of a sound medical train- 
ing. It has been too much neglected in 
our pursuit of minuti# with micro- 
scopes and test tubes. Onur teachers of 
practical medicine might well revive 
its study.— Medical Record.

Explaining a Prevalent Belief. 

A superstition very prevalent among 
workingmen is the injurionsa effect sup- 
posed to be exercised by the sun's rays 
falling upon their tvols. The best tools 
made for use in tropical countries are 
subjected to exactly the same umonnt 
of tempering as those made for home 
use, although they are to be used an- 
der a greater heat. 

A heat greater than any which reaches 
this earth from the sun would be re- 
quired to affect the. 

No metallic or other matter is equal- 
ly susceptible to heat as the sand of 
which the soil of the desert of Scinde, 
in India, is composed. It has been 
found heated by the sun to almost 200 
degrees F. But to affect the temper of 
stee] more than double this temperature 
is required. In the steel used fora 
lancet the temperature of the metal 
must be brought to 430 degrees, in ra- 
zors and surgical iustruinents to 450 de- 
grees, in penknives to 470 degrees, in 
scissors and chisels to 490 degrees, in 
axes, planes and pocketknives to 510 
degrees, in table kuives and large 
shears to 530 degrees, in swords and 
watch springs to 550 degrees, in fine 
saws and augers to 560 degrees and for 
hand and pit saws to 600 degrees, or to 
three times the greatest heat of the sun 
felt on this earth. 

At 300 to 350 degrees soft steel and 
iron become mach deteriorated in power 
to resist percussive action and strain, 
but their temperature can never be 
raised to such a degrte as this by the 
heat of the sun.—New York Herald

Heliotropism. 

HReliotropism is the peculiar property 
shown by many plants, notably the 
sunflower, of always turning toward the 
sun. In the case of seedlings the phe- 
nomenon is especially marked. The 
cells on the light side are apparently 
retarded in growth, thus causing a 
curvature toward that side. Professor 
Romanes has experimented with an in- 
termittent light, such as that of an 
electric spark discharge, upon mustard 
seedlings, aud has found that the helio- 
tropic effect produced in this way is far 
greater than that caused by the sun or 
apy other form of light. Strange to 
say, bowever. this abnormal iniluence 
is unaccompanied by the generation of 
phlorophyl!l, the green coloring matter 
jn plants which requires sunshine for 
its proper production.—Pall Mall Ga- 
zette. 


Photographs Report Better Than Eyes. 

At a meeting of the Academie des 
Sciences, Paris, M. Zenger exhibited 
two photographs which he bad taken at 
midnight from bis window, looking on 
the lake of Geneva and Mont Blanc. 
The lake und the mountain are feebly 
imaged on the plates, although they 
were both ynite invisible to the eye in 
the darkness.

IMPEACHMENT CASES. 


THERE HAVE BEEN SEVEN.SUCH IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 


The First Wss I= 1797 and tbe Latest In 

` 1876—The Memorable Attempt at the 
Impeachment..of President Andrew 
Johnson—Two Successful Cases, 


The remvval of federal officers by im- 
peachmen$ proceedings, under section 4 
of article 2 of the constitution, has been 
attempted seven times, 

The Blount case was the first. Wil- 
tiam Blount, United States senator from 
Tennessee, was charged in 1797 with 
conspiring with British officers to steal 
part of Louisiana from Spain for Eng- 
land's benefit. The house prepared ar- 
ticles of impeachment. The senate ex- 
pelled him, after pntting him under 
bonds for trial. Blount’s defense was 
that a senator was not a civil officer 
liable to impeachment, and on the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction only he was ac- 
quitted. - 

Judge Jobn Pickering of the federal 
district court for New Hampshire was 
impeached in 1803 for drunkenness and 
profanity ou the bench. The defense 
was insanity. On trial before the sen- 
ate, Pickering was convicted by a party 
vote and removed from his office. 

In 1804, Samnel Chase of Maryland, a 
justice of the supreme court of the 
United States and one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, was 
charged with improper conduct on the 
bench; among other things, with having 
indulged in “highly indecent and extra 
judicial reflections upon the United 
States government” in the course of a 
charge to a Maryland grand jury. The 
impeachment proceedings, instigated 
and managed by John Randolph of Vir- 
ginia, were political in their origin and 
animns. Judge Chase. was acquitted 
through the failure of the prosecution to 
obtain a two-thirds vote against him in 
the senate un any one of the eight arti- 
cles of impeachment. He resumed his 
seat on the bench aud held it as long as 
he lived. 

About a quarter of a century later, 
James H. Peck, a federal district judge 
in Missouri, was impeached for oppress- 
ive treatment of an attorney. The case 
was of no importance. The judge was 
acquitted. 

Thirty years afterward, at the begin- 
ning of the war of the rebellion, Judge 
West H. Humphreys of the federsl dis- 
trict court uf Tennessee joined the Con- 
federacy and accepted judicial office nn- 
der it, withont taking the trouble to 
send his resignation to Washington. He 
was impeached mainly in orderto vacate 
the office and convicted on Jnne 26, 1862. 
One of the witnesses suuimioned to ap- 
pear against Judge Humphreys was An- 
drew Johnson, then governor of Tennes- 
see, destined himself to be the next sub- 
ject of impeuchment proceedings be- 
fore the senate. Oneof the fonr sena- 
tors who voted not guilty on the article 
charging Judge Humphreys with high 
treason was William Pitt Fessenden, 
whose vote five years later saved An- 
drew Johnson.’ 

Andrew Johnson was impeached on 
March 4, 1868, the 11 articles charging 
the president in varions forms with vio- 
lation of the tenure of office act, with 
violation of the constitution, with con- 
spiracy to prevent the execution of the 
tenure of office act, with conduct and ut- 
terances tending *‘to bring the high of- 
fice of president into contempt, ridicule 
and disgrace," and with the public de- 
claration in his speeches while swinging 
around the circle that the Thirty-ninth 
congress was no constitutional legisla- 
ture. Itis not necessary to recite the 
history of the memorable trial, which 
lasted for nearly three months and in 
which the hottest of political passions 
were enlisted. Thirty-six votes were 
needed to convict. No vote'was eyer 
taken except on the three strougest ar- 
ticles—the second, third and cleyenth— 
and on each of these the senate stood 25 
for conviction to 19 for acquittal, im- 
peachment failing by a single vote. One 
of the counsel who defended President 
Johnson was the Hon. William M. Evarts 
of New York. 

The seventh and last federa} impeach- 
ment. was that of William W. Belknap, 
Grant’ssecretary of war. He wascharged 
in 1876 with corruption in office, and the 
house voted unauimonsly to impeach 
him. He resigned hastily a few honrs 
before the passage of the impeachment 
resolntion, and his resignation was 
promptly accepted by Grant. The trial 
proceeded nevertheless, Belknap’s de- 
fense was a denial of jurisdiction, based 
on the circumstance that when the im- 
peachment resolution passed the house 
he had ceased to be a civil officer of the 
United States. The impeachment pro- 
ceedings failed by the lack of a two 
thirds wajority in the senate for convie- 
tion. 

It will be observed that in only two 
cases have impeachment proceedings 
against a civil . officer of the United 
States been prosecuted successfully be 
fore the senate by the house of repre- 
sentatives. One of these was for the re- 
moval of a drunken and profane jade. 
whose presence upon the bench was a 
public scandal. The other was a purely 
formal proceeding to vacate the office of 
a judge actually engaged in open rebel- 
lion against the governnient, but tech- 
nically still an incumbent of his office 
under the government. Of? the five un- 
successful impeachment Proceedings on 
record, two failed for want of juris- 
diction. Of the whole seven cases, fonr 
concerned judicial officers. Only once 
has there been an attempt to punish by 
impeachment a cabinet officer. Only 
once lias there been an attempt to pun- 
ish and remove by impeachment a presi- 
dent of the United States.—New York 
Sun

You will find bim discussing the silver 
question one moment and race horses 
the next. He can tell the tips for the 
jay and the prices of silver. He knows 
the latest in art and literature and is 
thoronghly posted in politics: He is a 
walking cyclopedia.’ He is not only a 
daily newspaper, but a whole file of 
newspapers, with a lightning reference 
index. He tells you tu» news of the day, 
and if asked will refresh your memory 
m pasteyents. He is strictly business, 
and while he answers every question 
asked by a subscriber freely he abso- 
Intely will not talk to the nonsubscriber. 

“If you'want to talk to him about the 
happenings of the day. you must pay a 
week’s fee in advance. Then he will see 
you every day for a week. If you are at 
your, oifice regularly, he will come to 
you daily, but if you fail to be on hand 
there that is your loss. One beanty of 
bis system is that he has no bad debts. 
He has a preferred list of 10, whom he 
charges $1 a month, and upon whom he 
waits at any hour they name, Then his 
common customers pay 10 cents a week, 
and he agrees to see them all before 
noon. When a subscriber's time is up, 
the fact is mentioned, and unless pay- 
ment is made ut once you can’t get the 
old fellow to open his mouth. Pay him, 
and he is at your service, 

“He is strictly business and does not re- 
gard himself as, an excresceuce on the 
face of business, nor is ke so regarded 
by his customers. He is u kindly old 
fellow who bus a smile for everybody, 
and for whom everybody has a pleasant 
word. He does not bear tales, but con- 
fines himself strictly to what is in the pa- 
pers, and thus avoids the re-ponsibility

Cold Bridle Bits. 
During the hitter cold weather in win- 
ter much suffering is thoughtlessly in- 
flicted on horses by putting cold bridle 
bits into their mouths. If the person 
who does this will apply his tongue to 4 
pieca of iron on a frosty morning, he will 
understand at once what the suffering to 
the poor brutesis. To sligutly warm the 
bits before putting them inte the horse's 
mouth would require only a small ex- 
penditnre of labor. Tiis cau be done by 
rubbing them with a blanket or other 
cloth a moment or two if other meausof 
warming is not at hand. The beneficial 
results in the gentleness of the animal 
will amply compensate it.—Detroit Free 
Press. 


Miectrolitic Indicator. 

Moisten paper with a solution of 50 
grams of glycerin, 20 grams of distilled 
water, 3 grams of potassium nitrate and 
0.05 grain of phenol-phthalein. By touch- 
ing the ends of both wires the negative 
pole is indicated by becoming of a red- 
dish vivlet color. 


Treatment For Wounds. 

Dr. Eichler, in the **Aerzt, Prakt,” 
advocates Pern balsam asa dressing 
which canses lacerated wounds to heal 
quickly, its points of adaptation being 
that it adheres well and covers the en- 
tire surface of the wounds; it has a 
drying effect, but stimulates granula- 
tions, and following application a scab 
is formed under which healing goes on. 
Dr. Eichler states that its use is especial- 
ly indicated in the treatment of wonnds 
having a tendency to marked suppura- 
tion or partial gangrene, and in in- 
juries of the hands and fingers the re- 
sults are excellent. In practice, after 
coaptition of the margins of the wound, 
the Peru balsam is poured over the en- 
tire surtace, which is then covered with 
thin layers of gauze moistened with 
balsam and an ordinary dressing. The 
latter may be left in place for several 
days, though it is an advantage to re- 
move the outer ‘dressing daily and 
moisten the gauze with the balsam 
without removing it from the wound. 
—New York Tribune.

Curios About Respiration. 

In each respiration an adult of the 
buman species inliales ono pint of air. 
A healthy man will respire 16 to 20 
times per minute, or, say, 20,040 times 
a day; a child, 25 to 85 times per min- 
ute. While standing, the adult average 
respiration is 22 times per minute; ly- 
ing down, 13 times. The superficial 
area of the Jungs—that is, of their 
alveolar puce—averages 200 snare 
yards. Theamount of air respired exch 
day is about 10,000 quarts. 

The amount cf oxygen absorbed in 
the same length of time is 500 liters, or 
about 74% grams. The amount of car- 
bonic acid expired in 24 hours is bti- 
mated at 511.3 grams. Two-thirds of 
the oxygen absorbed in 24 hours is tak- 
en in during the 12 hours from Öp. 
m. to 6 a. wm. three-fifths of the total 
being thrown off during theday. While 
this is going on the pulmonary surface 
is throwing off 150 grins of water in 
the shape of vapor. The heart sends 
800 quarts of blood through the lungs 
every hour, or about 5,000 quarts daily. 

The duration of inspiration is five- 
twelfths, of expiration seven-twelftbs, 
of the whole respiratory act.—St. Louis 
Republic.

| A WONDERFUL HAND, 


An Artificial Substitute Nearly as Perfect 
as the Natural Member. 

Willard A. Lucas, the son of a great 
woolen man ifacturcr at Poquetannuck, 
Conn.. wears an artificial hand made 
of aluminium whic’: is really one of the 
automatical wond1s of the century. 
Young Lucas lost his hand in his fa- 
ther’s mills, and Lucas, Sr., who grieved 
exceedingly over the results of the ac- 
cident, wrote or went in person to every 
known mannfactorer of artificial limbs 
in this country and Europe, vainly 
seeking a faise hand for hia son. Arti- 
cial hands could have been procured 
from any of them, but what was wante 
ed was not to be found—viz, a hand that 
would perform all the functions of a 
real flesh and blood member. 

Finally the. elder Lucas, who is 
known a8 a rare mechanical genius, 
took it upon himself to make his son a 
hand—not a mere *‘dummy,’’ but one 
that would be useful for the manifold 
purposes to which such members are 
put. The result isa surprise to every 
maker of artificial limbs in the world 
The automaton is of aluminium and 
much resembles the steel gauntleta 
worn by the knights of the middle ages. 
The fingers are all perfect and lifelike, 
the joints in each bending as readily as 
those in a natural hand, making it pos- 
sible for the young man’ to perform ev- 
ery kind of labor. An expert report on 
this wonderful piece of mechanism reads 
as follows: 

“With it he can grasp and handily 
use all kinds of tools, pick up things 
from the ground, drive, handle a gun— 
in fact. use it quickly and skillfully at 
any kind of work, Like a natural hand, 
the artificial one consists of a palm that 
is provided with a fastening by which 
it is attached to acork ‘stump,’ the 
joints working by a ratchet, so that the 
fingers may be bent forward at any 
angle and held there. The hand may 
be only partly closed or tightly shut, 
and only one finger or all, as the wear- 
er desires. may be closed at once and 
instantly by striking them against the 
body or other object. To release the 
grasp it is only necessary to touch a 
spring at the back of the hand. The 
invention is as nearly a perfect substi- 
tate for a natural hand as could be de- 
vised and is the only thing of the kind 
known in the world.*’—St. Louis Re- 
public.

Some genuine ancient coins are surfrap- 
pees in this manner—aus, for instance, a 
whole class of Jewish coins which are 
struck on Roman silver denarii. But 
when the image and superscription of 
William 111 can be discerned underly- 
ing the device on a rare crown piece of 
Elizabeth the question of its authentic- 
ity is soon solved. — Longman’ s Maga- 
zine.

‘The Cool Manner In Which It Kills a Snake, 
Its Natural Prey. 

As soon as the secretary bird, or 
snake eater, of South Africa discovers 
a cnake, it advances toward it without 
hurry and without hesitation, and when 
within striking distance it immediately 
elevates its crest and the spas the 
neck, and without losing any time de- 
livers a blow with its foot. If the kaako 
has avoided the blow and attempts to 
strike back, the bird interposes a wing, 
thus receiving the deadly fangs harm- 
lessly upon the long feathers and im- 
mediately strikes again. 

The fight is then virtually over, for 
if the secretary gets in a single blow’ 
the snake's back is broken, and the bird, 
lightninglike, plants its foot firmly on 
the reptile’s neck and head, pressing 
them into the gronnd, while it delivers 
the coup de grace with its beak, and 
then deliberately swallows the snake 
whole, beginning at the tail, and just 
before the head disappears, giving it an 
enthusiastic parting rap on the ground. 

But there is nothing refined about the 
secretary bird’s appetite, for one writer 
says he found inside one three serpents 
“as long as his arm,” 11 lizards 7 
inches long, 21 tortoises about 2 inches 
in diameter, ** besides a large qrantity 
of grasshoppers. and other insects," or 
in other words, 7'; fect of snake, 64, 
of lizard, 3', of tortoise and say a yard 
of miscellaneous trifles! 

The secretary bird is protected by the 
cape authorities for the immense public 
benefit it confrs in eating poisonous

GOOD INDIAN CROW DOG. 


His Escape and Return After He Had Been 
Sentenced ta Death. 

Jndge A. J. Plowman cf Deadwood, 
8. D., attained nationa! renown in 1883 
when be defended Crow Dog for the 
murder of Spotted Tail. The memory 
of Mr. Plowman’s plucky legal fight, 
in which he carried that celebrated 
case to the United States supreme court 
and secnred the acqnittal of his red 
skinned chent when the hangman's 
noose was ubout to tighten around the 
neck of the condemned prisoner, still 
lives in the minds of -the legal frater- 
nity throughout the west. : 

In speaking of the matter Judge 
Plowman related an incident of ‘the 
trial which has never before appeared 
in public print. 

“After Crow Dog had been sentenced 
to be hanged. said the eminent jurist, 
“l went to Washington to lay the case 
before the supreme court of the’ United 
States. I instituted habéas corpus pro- 
ceedings to secure his, release on the 
question of jurisdiction. While in the 
nation’s capital I was surprised to re- 
ceive a telegram annovreiny that Crow 
Dog had. escaped from prison. I re- 
turned to the reservation after I had 
completed my business at Ws-hington, 
and then 1 learned for the first time the 
cause Which prompted the fzinous In- 
dian to escupe. It seems that he was 
walking in the corridér of the. jail one 
day when a half breed tdld him that 
he would surely pay the penalty of his 
crime and that the supreme court would 
not interfere, This cansed Crow Dog 
some uneasiness. He was quick to act.

That tlrey derive their existence from 
the juices of the body there is no doubt, 
but that food is not taken from the 
nutritious juices, for we know that hair 
will thrive even though the body starve 
or be wasted by disease, or even after 
the animal life has ceased to exist in 
the flesh or skin to which they are at- 
tached.—Chicago Tribune. 


Insoluble Azo Colors. 

The use of the:insoluble azo colors, 
which are produced when an amine 
is diazotized and combined ‘with-naph- 
thol, is said to have been patented in 
France for producing designs on textile 
fibers by printing, the method adopted 
being the saine as is now used in print- 
ing with the mineral colors. As an 
example the production of a red is in- 
stanced, this being obtained by printing 
oñ a color made with 400 grams water, 
100 grams of the color lake made from 
para-nitraniline and betanaphthol, 80 
grams gum water, 140 grams albumen 
liquor, one in vne, and 70 grams neu- 
tral chromate of soda. On the printing 
process being accomplishcd the goods 
are dried and steamed and then passed 
into a bath containir;: 50 grams oxalic 
acid and 50 grams snlphuric ‘acid in 
each liter, the tissues bviug afterward 
well washed in water.—New York Sun.

Free Schoo! Books. 


Annapolis, March 21—The prelimina- 
ry struggle over the free school book bill 
came upin the House and resulted fa- 
vorably to the advocates of the measure. 
It bas been made the special order for 
8.30 o'clock Thursday night. The bill 
came in on a favorable report from the 
ways and means committe; to which it 
was referred from the education comuit 
tee. When the report was made Mr. 
-Wolfe asked that it be recumuhitted to 
the committee on education in order 
that a report might be made from the 
proper committee of the House to con- 
sider the measure. In this- he was sec- 
onded by Mr. Taylor who made s strong 
speech without, however, committing 
himself as to what position he will take 
when the bill is on its passage. The 
discussion developed a strong opposition 
to the bill, and the debate is expected to 
bė prolonged and Healed. What will be 
its fate is now problematical, but it can 
be safely said that ita s€pport in tle 
House will be by no means in propor- 
tion to the vote by which it passed the 
Senate. The motion to recommit the 
bill was lost by a vote of 45 to 34. The 
fact that so many of the school aathori- 
ties in the state oppose the measure will 
have a decided effect on the final vote 
In the debate the views of the State 
board of education is expected to be ef- 
fectually used by’ the opponents of the 
measure, as will also be the effect of the 
operation on the state finances. It is 
said that many of the voters agains re- 
committal was influenced by the fear 
that its considerationin the committee 
might be prolonged and prevent the bill 
from being considered on its merit by 
the House.

FKETCH OF BISHOP VINCENT. 


The Rev. Jobn H. Vincent, D. D. LL. 
D., elected and ordained one of the bish- 
ops of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in May, 1588, was born in ‘Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., February 23,1832. He was educa- 
ted at academiesin Miltonand Lewisburg 
Pa., and the Wesleyan Institute, New- 
ark, N. J. 

In 1873, with Lewis Miller, of Akron, 
Ohio, he projected a Sunday school teach- 
ers’ institute, the purpose of which was 
to prepare teachers for their work by 
means of‘lectures and drills. This insti- 
tute first met at Chautauqua, N. Y., in 
August 1874, and it bas since assembled 
each yearin the same place, It has giyen 
rise to similar institution,which together 
with the Sunday school assemblies and 
the international lessons confer their 
benefits upon all Christian bodies. 

The Chautauqua Literary and Scientific 
Circle, with its courses of reading for all 
classes of people, was founded in 1878 
and soon had 100,000 students on its 
rolls. In connection with this, there 
was established the Chautauqua Univer- 
sity, a summer school in which lectures 
on most of the arts and sciences are de- 
livered, and Bishop Vincent has been 
its chancellor from the beginning. 

He bas contributed many articles to 
the periodicals of the church, in addition 
to those written in the course of his reg- 
ular editorial work. His publications 
are “Little Footprints in Bible Lands,” 
“The Home Books” “The Modern Sun- 
day School” and “Better Not.”

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A New Strawberry Hee. 

Mr. J. S. Palmer of Stuyvesant, N. Y. 
in a recent article contributed for the 
Strawberry Culturist describes a hoe for 
setting strawberry plants, a description 
of which is herewith given, will prove 
interesting to- strawberry growers of 
this county, he says: 

Our mode of setting plants is different 
from any way I eversawin print. We 


’ 


use a small boe with handle abont 15 
inches long,also a marker made of apiece 
of joist, 9 feet long, with three pieces of 
iron fastened on, bent back similar to a 
sleigh runner. First stretch a line fora 
straight mark and then follow with 
marker’ It marks ahout one inch deep, 
just so as to be plainly seen, then follow 
your outside mark each time. You mark 
two rows each trip, as marker uses third 
row fora guide. A boy can drop plants 
for two men toset. With a short hoe, 
cuts of which are shown below, strike 


into the ground as shown by position 1, 
and press down the handle, position 2, 
when you have an opening in the ground 
for the plant behind the hoe. Remove 


the hoe and stick it into the ground ”be- 
tween you and the plant and simply ele- 
vate the handle, position 3, and the work 
is done. I have used trowels, spade, 
shingle and everything else, but-this is 
ahead of them all. J. S. PALMER.

Queer Tricks Practiced by Men Who Make 
a Living With Penell and Brash—Cax 
toonlsts With More Than One Name—One 
Who Made His Ghost Famous. 


Artists who sign their names to pic- 
tures that other men paint are quite 
plentiful in this town. In a little store 
on Fourth avenue, just around the cor- 
ner from the American Academy of De- 
sign, there ure some very pretty exam- 
ples of water coloring for sale. The 
signature in the corner of each canvas 
is that of n woman. The dealer was in 
a communicative mood the other day, 
and as he was talking with a reporter 
he picked up one of the paintings and 
held it to the light for observation and 
discussion. 

‘That woman brings some very good 
work in here for me to sell,” said he. 
“‘There is one peculiarity about her, 
though. She always writes her signa- 
ture in my shop.’’ The dealer paused 
as though to be questioned. 

* Why does she do that?’ was asked. 

““Well, 1 suppose she doesn't like to 
put iton at the stndips where the pic- 
tures are painted.” 

“She doesn’t paint her own pictures, 
then?" 

“Not allof them. It’s easier to pick 
them up here and there and bring them 
to me to sell «1 don't know how much 
she pays the artists who paint them, and 
I don’t care. It’s none of my business. 
All I know is that the work is very good 
and that | can get good prices for it. 1 
suppose she is building up a repatation 
on the strength of these canvases. Well, 
why shouldn't she? «She gives work 
toa lotof people who would probably 
starve otherwise. You see, scores of 
persons can paint pictures and very few 
have the knack of getting them sold." 

Sometimes an artist signs more than 
one name to his own work. This hap- 
pens every day on some of the illustrat- 
ed weeklies published for Broadway 
circulation. The publisher doesn’t like 
to see one man’s name signed to every 
cartoon or full page picture., He does 


not want it known tbat his staff of art-, 


ists is so small. Not -long ago one of 
the cleverest of the illustrators used to

TEACHING CANARIES. 


Bole Occupation of Seven Handred Fami- 
es In » Small Town of Saxony, 

in asmall town called «St; Andreas- 
berg (Saxony) some 700 families are en- 
tirely engaged in the task of rearing 
and educating good canary singers. A 
great proportion of these singers is sent 
abroad, far or near—to London, to Aus- 
tralia and to the United States, where 
one single firm ships 100,000 birds each 
year. These canaries are the inferior 
birds, the schreir, as they are called in 
Germany, on account of their notes. 
These schreir, which are bought from 
70 to 80 cents in the Harz, are sold for 


(2. $3 or $4 in America. The best birds - 


are kept in Germany. where they are 
called boblroller, A /good hohlroller 
cannot be had under 48 or $10—in the 
Harz—aad $20 and $25 are no unusual 
prices. 
splendid singers. The Germans have 
quite a number of words; each of which 
applies to a different sort/ of tune, or 
intonation; the beulro}lq \is in minor 
key; klingerolle applies to silver tones; 
koiller to a warbling which reminds of 
the murmur of water, gluchrolle is 
similar to the nigilitingale’s notes, and 
one may say that every detail of the 
cuoary’s song has been uaued, and that 
for every one there is a stundurd of per- 
fection which the expert tancier knows 
perfectly well. The song of all canaries 
is not exactly similar. Each race has 
its special points. and while the one is 
great on beulrolle, for instance, it is 
weak on gluchrolle, while the case is 
réversed with another race. s 

VE course singing is a natural feature 
witb canaries, but the influence of edu 
cation is considerable. The educational 
curricalum begins in May forthe young 
canaries, and they arc. #8 soon as possi- 
ble, separated from: their parents. Ed- 
neation is ull in this: Keep the young 
bird from hearing any bat excellent 
singers. Some 15 or 20 young canaries 
are pnt in voe cage with au older bird, 
an especially good singer, and be teaches 
them the elements. They!try to imitate 
him, and hence comes his beneficial in- 
finence. In Angnst each of the young 
birds is pnt in a sma@H cage and kept 
in the immediate vicinity of the cage 
At this time the fancier 
tries to gather some ide of the prog- 
ress achieved and of the pptitude of the 
different birds. The hest are put in the 
nearest vicinity of the teacher. In or- 
der to prevent the young birds from 
getting disturbed their cuges are wiap- 


ed with cloth. so us to prevent them

THECHINieis.. 1 10ME 


MANY OF THEIR CUSTOMS ARE THE 
REVERSE OF OURS.. 


How They Compare With the Japanese, 
What Constitutes an Education—No He- 
teditary Aristocracy In China—The Peo- 
ple Vary In Different Sections. 


Thè samples we get of China in our 
country give us very inadeqaute ideas 
of the people. We have here to contem- 
plate a civilization entirely unlike our 
own, but in iteelf much more complete 
than onrs. In the presence of the Chi- 
nese, all Europeans and Americans are 
parvenus. These people burned coal 
before the Christian era. They invent- 
ed printing 1.000 years befure Guten- 

| berg and Faust flourished, and they 
knew the use of gunpowder when our 
forefathers were using bows and ar- 
tows. In most things which appear on 
the surface they are ~our antipodes. 
They mount a horse from the right side 
instead of the left, read from left to 
right. say west south instead of south- 
west, their mariner's needle points to 
the south, the men wear petticoats and 
the women ‘trousers, they shave the 
fronts of their heads and not their faces, 
shake their own hands instead of each 
others as a greeting, write their family 
names first and their given names aft- 
erward, bave their marginal notes at 
the top of their books, place a distin- 
guished guest on the left and are care- 
ful not to uncover in his presence, wear 
white for mourning, the men sew and 
the women work in the fields, and soon 
to the end of the chapter. 

We shall find in China the origin of 
much that we have seen in Japan. The 
position of woman in the family and so- 
ciety is abont the same, except that the 
Japanese women do not cramp their 
feet, and therefore can go about more 
freely. The domestic architecture is 
similar, so far as external construction 
goes, but the Chinese houses have no 
mats, and the people do not squat on 
the floor.. Both wear loose, flowing 
robes, which the Chinese button, bat 
the Japanese do not. In the conversa- 
tion of the people the Chinese indulge 


' in honorifics as much us the Japanese. 


It is the correct thing to ask your friend 
| to condescentyto come from his elegant 
honse to yonr miserable hovel, or to al- 
low his distinguished cup of tea to de- 
scend to your unworthy self. The Chi- 
nese classics are also the classics in Ja- 
pan, and the Chinese ideagraphs are 
used by Japanese writers. Education 
is mainly etiquette. The Chinere have 
3,000 rules of behavior. which the edu- 
cated man must know. If a man have 
bad manners, they suy he is not edu- 
cated. 

The Chinese sages, like Confucius, 

| Mencius and others whose works are 
classics, enunciated a high grade of 

etnits. Confucius” stated the goiden 

rule, though negatively, thus: **If there 

| is anything I do not want done tome, I 
will not do it unto another.” His eth- 

iml teachings take rank with those of 
| the Greek and Roman woralists and 
the Hebrew prophets, bnt are without 
reference to a Supreme Being who re- 
| quires us to keep his commandments. 
| The family customs are siinilar to the 
| Japanese. Society is patriarchal. The 
| family. not the individual, is consid- 

ered. Marriages are arranged as in Ja- 
pan to perpetuate the fanily, and go be- 
tweens are employed to settle the terms, 
There is only one wife, but concubines 
are taken into the house at will. The 
wife finds life burdensome when she is 
the servant of the household. especially 
of her father-in-law and mother-in-law, 
but when she becomes a mother-in-law 
she gets her own innings and makes it 
warn for her daughter-in-law. 

The Chinese have as many geuuflex- 
ions as the Japanese and numerous 
grades of obeisances to be employed ac- 
cording to circumstances. Three prostra- 
tions. each with three knockings of the 
head against the Hour, ure snpposed to be 
abont the extreme exhibition of respect. 
The people vary a good deal in the dif- 
ferent sectious. The south of China is 
monntainous, and the people there are 
smaller. more volatile and brighter 
than in the north, where the crowded 
dwellers on the plains and paddy fields 
ure heavier, less excitable, not so quick 
to see or act. There is no bereditary 
aristocracy in China. All the people 
are bound to obey the will of the em- 
peror and have no rights he is bonnd 
to respect. There is no caste, usin India. 
The people are classified us natives und 
aliens. the latter being subdued peo- 
ple in the provinces; conquerors and 
conquered, with special reference to 
the prohibition of marriages between 
the Mantchoo and Chinese. and freemen 
and slaves. There are no laws against 
slavery. Every .native is allowed to 
purchase slaves and retain their chil- 
dren in servitude., bnt the number of 
slaves is small, and their condition is 
comparatively easy. Probably there are 
no better ttannered people in the world 
than the educated Chinese They are 
also very competent business men, and 
as such enjoy an excellent reputation. —

THE DATE OF THE EXODUS. 
It Would Seem to Lic Between the Years 
. 1430 anà 1500 B. C. 

s Althongb the monuments and papyri 
give us no direct information upon the 
subject of the exons, they do indirect- 
ly indicate a certain priod within 
which it most have taken place. Thoth- 
mes III, who was the most powerful 
king of that dynasty (the eighteenth) 
which finally drove the Hyksos invad- 


ersout of Egypt and reunited the whole | 


country under ong scepter. extended his 
conquests as far as Mesopotamia, over- 
running Palestine on his way. He left 


lists of the conquered nations, but doss | 


not mention the Israelites among them. 
Rameses II of the nineteenth dynasty, 
the supposed’ oppressor, who reigned 
about 200 years! later, also subdued 
Palestine and left!lists of the ccnquered 
peoples. but he, again. does not men- 
tion the Israelites among them. 

What is perbaps still more impor- 
tant is that, while the Israelites have 
left records of invasions by Mesopota- 
mians, Moabites, Canaanites. Midianites 
and Philistines, they do not mention 
any invasion by the Egyptians, and the 
conclusion is that the Israelites were 
not settled on the west side of the Jor- 
dan till after the wars waged by Ram- 
eses II at the cammencement of bis 
reign, which began not carlier than 
1888 B. C., or, ag some now say, 1266 
B.C. 

It has been ~ttempted to explain this 
difficulty away by suggesting that Ram- 
eses II kept close to the scucoast on his 
march through Palestine and did not 
strike inland till he was some distance 
to the north of the Israelites, but it is 
inconceivable tbat! be should not have 
secured his long line of communications 
by establishing posts so far inland that 
they must bave been brought into con- 
tact with the Hebrews if the latter had 
at that time been settled in their own 
country. 

_ The earliest date, therefore, at which 
the Egyptian history will permit the 
exodus to have taken place, even when 
full allowance is} made for the time 
spent by the Jews in the wilderness and 
in conquering Palestine, would seem to 
be about 1430 B. C. while, if the shorter 
chronology be adopted, it could not 
have been much earlier than 1300 B. 
C. —Scribner’s Magazive.

Uses Secret Machinery.

BALLOONING WITH PROPER CARE IS 
NOT DANGEROUS. 


Shaping Onw's Course by Weights and Ba- 
roweter—Experiences of Mr. and Mra. 
Carl E. Myer:—Playing Shattlecock Le- 
tween Two Thanderclouds. 


Among the yery few people who have 
reduced aeriil navigation to anything 
like an exact science me Mr. and Mrs. 
Carl E. Myers. who are uow living on 
Reid avenue, Brooklyn. By a series of 
experiments stretching over a period of 
more than 16 years they have Jearned 
to manage and guide a balloon with 
approximately the same accuracy that a’ 
sailor employs in guiding a ship, the 
only element of uncertainty being the 
weather. A reporter called on the 
Myerses a few days ago to learn some of 
their experiences and adventures in 
cloudland. 

He found them not at all like what 
one wonld expect of people who puss @ 
large portion of their lives in a ux ct 
perilous occupation. Mr. Myers is 
slender, rather short man about 40 years 
old, with black side whiskers, the face 
of a scholar and a benevolent expres- 
sion. Mrs. Myers, who was formerly 
known professionally as Carlotta, is a 
sweet faced woman, with keen gray 
eyes, Wavy brown hair and a bright, 
eager manner in conversation. She 
looks to be about 36 years old. She doeg 
not now make ascensions, having 
stopped in 1891, but she helps ber hus- 
band in his experiments at his farm at 
Mobawk, N. Y. In her career she bas 
made more than 500 ascensions. Mr. | 
Myers has been up among the clouds 55 
times himself and has superintended up- 
war’ of 1,200 aerial excursions. For 
observational purposes and in pursuance 
of his studies in meteorology ‘he still 
makes his dangerous trips, although 
indeed both he and his wife maintain 
that ballooring, when carefully cop- 
ducted, is not a dangerous) occupation. 
Neither of thein bas ever been injured. 

**To an experienced aeronaut,’’ says 
Mr. Myers, **the danger is really no 
greater than that of suiling in a small 
boat. It is possible to nayigate a bal- 
loon by taking advuntage of the differ- 
ent air currents, and in going down the 
balloonist can steer by weights on the 
same principle as steering) a canoe by 
leaning to one side or the other. The 
platform on which the aeronant stands 
serves as the rndder, and by throwing 
his weight to one side or the other and 
thus slanting the platform he can gnide 
hinnsclf.. Of course his rising and fall- 
ing are controlled by the valves and the 
sandbags.” 

In illustration of this Mr. Myers told 
how his wife once followed a course 
mapped ont fer her by Peter C. Camp- 
bell of Brooklyn, who built the airship 
in which Ed Hogan went out to sea and | 
was lost tour years ago. Mr. Campbell | 
challenged Mrs. Myers to start from | 
East New York, go to the city ball in 
Brooklyn, thence up the river, across 
New York and to the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion in New Jersey, to the city ball in 
Jersey City. und finally to land in Se- 
caucus. She made the trip/in less than 
an hoor, and Mr. Campbell gave her a 
handsome guld badge us a memento. 

“There urc twoor three rules always 
to be observed in managing a balloon, ` 
continued Mr. Myers. °° First, be sure 
that everyilLing is tant and shipshape; 
secondly, don’t try to estimate distances 
for yourself—tbey ure extrdnily decep- 
tive when you ure in the air. Refer to 
the barometer. which is the ueronant’s 
compass, always. The most important 
role of all is, “Never give up the ship." 
No matter what happens, as long as 
there is anything left of your balloon 
and yon are still fastened to it, you've 
got a chance.”

HOMING POWERS OF THE CAT.

This very | 
fact proves the existence of a feline se- 
eret society which nobody studies, for 
we are ali apt to neglect the facts which 
underlie and inspire the truths which 
are called superstitious.

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GREAT DESTRUCTION 


The Gold Wave of Monday and 
Tuesday Destroys all Vege- 
tation in Bloom. 


Fruits and vegetables have never 
been farther advanced at this season of 
the year than they were last Sunday, in 
this county. They were never in worse 
condition than they are now. 

Io Wicomico county all fruit in bloom 
seems beyond questson killed; peaches 
pears, etc. The berry. crop does not 
seem materially injured so far. 

The peach crop on the peninsula is 
unquestionably greatly damaged and 
probably entirely swept away. We give 
below reports from yarions sections of 
the state and country. 

Annapolis, March 27.—Additional re- 
ports concerning the ontlook for the 
peach and berry cropin Anne Arundel 
county were received from truckers who 
came to Annapolis today. Judge H. A. 
Tydings of the orphans court, who has 
an extensive peach orchard in the third 
district, near Magothy river, said: 

“J would not give ten cents for the 
prospect of my peach crop after the re- 
cent cold weather. Whatthe cold snap 
on Sunday night failed to do thé freez- 
ing weather of last night fully accom- 
plished. An examination of peach buds 
to be completely killed. It was so cold 
that the pump on my place was frozen 
up for the second time this year. The 
bods on the trees were as black es ink, 
and some of my neighbors fared as bad- 
ly as myself.” 

Other truckers were in town discuss- 
ing the situation, including Mr. W. B. 
Chairs, who is an extensive grower. 

Some have not given up hope, but all 
admit that the fruit crop is in a bad way 
in Anne Arundel. Clerk Starlings of the 
county commissioners’ office, had 2,000 
peach trees in full bloom, all of which, 
he says were destroyed by the freeze. 
He was told today by farmers from yari- 
ous sections of the county that the peach 
-crop would prove a failure. 

Chestertown, Md., March 18.—The 
cold wave struck Kent on Sunday night 
thoagh no ice formed until after day 
light on Monday morning. Then in two 
hours considerable ice formed and the 
ground was frozen. Many of the peach 
orchards were in full bloom, but because 
‘of tee bigh winds, which blew the water 
out of the buds, it is claimed that no 
material damage was done to the fruit 
Then, too, there was no frost.

Peach growers around Mil- 
ford, the centre of the Delaware peach 
district, think the crop has been killed 
bat the definite extent of the damage 
will not be known until warm weather 
thaws the buds. Strawberry plants; 
which were in full bloom before the 
cold snap, have been frozen, and the 
prospects for a full crop are dissipated. 
There Ù no word of encouragement to- 
day from any part of the Delaware Pe- 
ninsula: 

Raleigh, N. C., March 27.—This morn- 
ing there was sorrow among fruit grow- 
ers and trockersand farmers generally. 
There was never a more disastrous

I am 
sure they have suffered’ greatly. There 
was no frost this: morning, but cold, 
which made thick ice and froze ground 
very hard.

Truck crops are literally ruined, Peas 
were nearly ready to ship.” It is learned 
that at some places strawberries were 
frozen hard and beans cut down to the 
ground, and the latter are today being 
replanted. 

Wilmington, N. C., March.—Reports 
from this section concerning the effect 
of the frost and freeze last night are very 
disheartening. There was widespread 
disaster to truck, nearly all vegetables 
above ground being destroyed. Tele- 
grams received today at the headquar- 
ters of the Atlantic Coast Line in this 
city, from all points on their system are 
all ofthe same tenor. An officiul.of{ the 
Coast Line estimates the damage in sec- 
tions traversed by the roads of that sys- 
tem at not less than $1,000,000. 

Chariston, 8. C., March 27.—The mer- 
cury went down to 30° this morning and 
genera) freeze occurred all through the 
tracking district. the loss to the farm- 
ers can scarcely be estimated as yet, but 
it will amount to thousands of dollars.

Hollow Spars. 

The use of hollow spars for boats de- 
signed to attain great speed has intro- 
duced a new and novel industry requir- 
ing workmanship of the finest charac- 
ter. The stick for this purpose is re- 
quired to be of exceptionally fine and 
straight grain, and after being roughly 
shaped is split longitudinally from end 
to end; the center of each of the halves 
is then hcllowed ont, and a greater or 
less amount is removed, according to 
the intended location of the spar, the 
upper spars being much the lighter. 
These hollows run nearly the length of 
the spar, great care being essential to 
have them follow the taper of the out- 
side of the spar exactly, to insure uni- 
form thickness at every point—ot course 
when this has been done and the two 
halves of the spar replaced in their 
original position, a circular hole is left 
in the center of the spur, ranning near- 
ly the whole length, and following its 
taper from end to end. After this the 
two halves are fastened in place again 
by means of wooden dowels, which fas- 
ten the split to:cther, being placed al- 
ternately on cither side of the central 
hollow, and both dowels and split are 
carefully glued. ‘These dowels vary in 
size with the size of the spar, but are

He has had a college ed- 
ucation and can translate the English 
and Americen newspapers into Latin 
and Greek as easily us in Spanish. 

He is employed just now in two fac- 
tories. that of Lozano, Pendas & Co., 
at 209 Pearl street. and another one 
at William and Platt streets.

Poluts of Contrast Between the Rich In 
| America and In Europe. 

| The English and the Americans are 
| both rich, but which are the richer?

mation that one really wants and which 
involves the distribution of wealth as 
| well as its mere existence. Most Amer- 
icans have’ to work; but, us is well

English people toi] not nor spin, and 


| a living. Is that becanse the English 
| are richer than we, or is it a matter of 
| taste or a result of primogeniture? So 
also it appears—from close study of 
| documents submitted by Anthony Trol-

| five to fifty servants and have several 
| houses apiece, all of which they live in, 
and travel much besides. An Ameri- 
can who lives in that way is looked

way is thought to be somewhat strait- 
| ened. In England there are 300 or 400 
| bunt clabs, and something like 20,000 
Britisbers ride pretty regularly to

sport tbat takes both time and money. 
These English seem to have both to 
spare.

may double this number, Even if you 
suppose the duration of the sun to be pro-’ 
longed to 40,000,000 years, it is still in- 
contestable that the radiation from the 
sun cools it and that the temperature of 
all bodies tends to an equilibrium. The 
day will come when the sun will be ex- 
tinct. Then the earth and all the other 
planets of our system will cease to be the 
abode of life. They will be erased from 
the great book and will revolve, black 
cemeteries, around an extinguished sun. 

Will these planets continue to exist 
even then? Yes, probably in the case of 
Jupiter and perhaps Saturn. No, be- 
yond a donbt, for the small bodies, such 
as the earth, Venus, Mars, Mercury and 
the moon. Already the moon appears 
to have preccded us toward the final des- 
ert. Mars is much further advanced than 
the earth toward the same destiny. Ve- 
nus, younger than us, will doubtless sur- 
vive ns.

Playing Cards. 

The invention of playing cards has 
been attributed to the Chinese, Hindoos, 
Arabians and Romans, but cards as 
now used were invented by Jacques 
Gringonnenr, -a painter, in Paris in the 
fourteenth century. They were sup- 
posed to have been first made for the 
amusement of Charles VI of France, 
who was deranged. The French had 
particular names for the 12 court cards. 
The four kings were David, Alexander, 
Cæsar and Charles: the fonr queens, 
Angine, Esther, Judith and Pallas; the 
four knaves or knights. Ogier the Dane, 
Lancelot, La Hire and Hector de Gar- 
land. Cards seem originally, however, 
to bave been taken to England direct 
from Spain, having probably been in- 
troduced into that conntry by the Moors; 
the clubs, in Spanish cards, not being 
trefoils as with os, but cudgels—that is, 
bastos—the spades or swords, espadas. 
They were at first stamped from wood 
blocks in outline and filled in by hund, 
but after the invention of engraving the 
best artists engraved them on copper 
and struck them off at once. Colum- 
bines were spades: rabbits,clubs; pinks, ' 
diamonds, and rose2, hearts. Human 
figures opposed to those of flowers and 
animals were the ancestors of court 
cards,—Brovoklyn Eagle.
